‘argument this afternoon in support of its 
constitutionality. 

Mr. Livingston of Georgia, who was elected 
to Congress as a Democratic Alliance Repre- 
sentive, presented the view which will no 
doubt control the votes of many members 
representing rural districts in the South and 
West and certainly of those in whose districts 
there is a large Alliance vote. He objected to 
what he called the proposed partnership of 
the government in “‘a purely private enter- 
prise, and wanted to know what answer 
members could make to their constituents 
when charged with lending the people's money 
to maintain a show. 

Mr. Bland of Missouri denounced the whole 
thing as a matter of speculation on the part 
of the local corporation, a stock jobbing op- 
eration.“ a scheme of rascality,”’ ete.

While the sky was cloudless and the sun shin- 
ing brightly a tremendous current of elec- 
tricity, said to be due to an aurora borealis, 
charged the air tosuch an extent that it was 
impossible for the telegraph companies to use 
the long circuits on their wires while it lasted. 
The disturbance was first noticed at the West- 
creased in intensity until noon, when it was at 
its height. ; 

The officials state that it was absolutely im- 
possible to get the use of the wires at Pitts- 
burg, New York, Omaha, and St. Louis, but 
the shorter circuits within a radius of 200 
miles were apparently unaffected. 

We have been troubled more or less with 
this electric manifestation for the last week,”’ 
said L. K. Whitcomb, chief of the traffic de- 
partment of the Western Union. The wires 
all fill to such an extent that we cannot con- 
trol the current. Telegraphy consists in open- 
ing and shutting off a current of electricity on 
a wire and when a wire becomes charved to a 
great extent we are unable to regulate it. The 
storm extended all over the United States 
ana was no doubt due to the aurora seen in 
the northern skies of late. 

„About ten years ago we were troubled in 
the same way. On that ocession there was a 
comet in the heavens whose tail extended one- 

‘third of the distance to the horizon, It lasted 
twenty-four hours at that time.“ 

Mr. Barclay, the chief night operator of the 
Western Union, said the storm was almost en- 
tirely over when he reached the office at 5:30 
o’clock last evening. 

It is unquestionably due to aurora bore- 
alis, he said, and we have it every once in 
awhile. It charges a wire as we do witha 
dynamo. The electricity comes in waves, 
sometimes at intervals of a few minutes. 
When the intervals grow longer we know that 
it is gradually disappearing. 

Work with Nature’s Electricity. 

„We know that phenomena such as have 
occurred today are due to electricity, because 
we have tried an experiment more than once, 
We grounded one end of a wire here and the 
other in St. Paul for instance, and without the 
use of a dynamo we are able to woik the wire. 
It is not often that we can send many words, 
because the charge does not last long enough, 
it is too spasmodic to be a reliable source of 
supply for sending messages. 

„When the aurora is visible we sometimes 
have such an interruption of business as to- 
day, but not always, continued Mr. Barclay.

Terrible Death Rate in New York—No New 
Cases of Typhus-Fever. 

New York, July 16.—[{Special.|—The num- 
ber of deaths for the last week in this city 
was 1,336. It is the highest weekly death-rate 
since the week of April 18, last year, when 
there were 1,347 deaths. In the week ending 
Jan. 11, 1890, during the prevalence af the 
grip, there were 1,424 deaths. The next high- 
est death list for one week was in 1872, the 
week ending July 6, when 1,596 persons died. 
The high death rate this week is due to th 
| heavy mortality among children. - 

Of the 1,336 deaths, 660 were of children 
under 1 year and 862 under 5 years. Four 
hundred and sixty-six were from diarrheal 
diseases. Four hundred and thirty-eight 
children under 5 years died from diarrheal 
troubles. Of the total number of deaths 990 
were in tenement houses, The number of 
deaths today was 228, as against 177 yesterday. 

During the last week there were reported at 
the Bureau of Contagious Diseases three 
cases of typhus-fever, sixteen of typhoid, sev- 
ety-eight scarlet, 275 measles, sixty-four 
diphtheria, and eleven smallpox. 

There were today no new cases of typhus 
reported to the Health Department, and Sani- 
tary Superintendent Dr. Cyrus Edson ex- 
presses the opinion that there is absolutely no 
menace to the health of the city in the pres- 
ence of the ninety-one steerage passengers of 
the steamship Nevada, who are now;detained 
at Hoffman Island. The health authorities 
deprecate the idea that typhus will spread in 
this city. Dr. Roberts, chief inspector of 
contagious diseases, said to a reporter this 
morning: 

The suspects on Hoffman Island are un- 
der hourly inspection. As soon as the disease 
manifests itself the patient is removed to 
North Brother Island. If no sign of the dis- 
ease appears in twenty-one days the suspects 
will be discharged- ‘The period of incubation 
of germ diseases of this kind is generally only 
fourteen days, but we take the additional pre- 
caution of watching it for seven days, even 
after all danger has passed away.”’ 

The last case of typhus in New York was 
June 22 last, when a man at No, 198 Stanton 
street was taken with the disease. The house 
was so thoroughly disinfected and the district 
so closely watched that no fresh outbreak 
there is deemed possible. The steamship 
Nevada was fumigated with sulphurie acid 
gas and all possible germ life destroyed by 
the use of superheated steam. The baggage 
of the passengers was subjected to a like 
process.

THE MILITARY RULE. 


TROOPS CONTROL AT WALLACE 
AND MANY ARRESTS MADE. 


* 


Two Hundred Union Miners Are Prisoners 
and Are Held Closely—Those Who Es- 
caped Are in the Hills, but Will Not Be 
Able to Hold Out Long—The President’s 
Proclamation—Two Mines Will Be Start- 
ed Soon with Non-Union Men—General 
Labor News. 


WALLAcx, Idaho., July 16.—The steady tramp 
of military has been heard all day, and to- 
night about. all those wanted for arrest in 
Wallace have been made prisoners. Col. 
Theaker, Fourteenth Infantry, has command 
of the troops in this city. He has seven com- 
panies of forty men each and expects further 
reinforcements. The other towns in the dis- 
trict will also receive additional troops. Two 
hundred prisoners, including those from 
Burke, are confined im the buildings about 
the military camp here, and it will be“ 
quite difficult to provide sleeping accommo- 
dations for them. Col. Theaker says they are 
State prisoners and the State must provide 
accommodations and food: The Colonel 
stated the arrests were not marked by any in- 
cident, all submitting quietly. Some of the 
miners have escaped into the hills, but hun- 
ger will probably drive them back into the val- 
ley. They cannot escape, as all regular avenues 
are closed and guarded. The only chance of 
escape is by hard travel over the St. Joseph 
range into Northern’ Montana. The exact 
number of arrests cannot now be ascertained, 
but is in the neighborhood of 400. 

Van B. Delashmutt, a heavy mine-owner, 
said that most of the non-union men driven 
out of Wardner returned today, and that it is 
quite probable Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mines will be started up again next week. De- 
lashmutt says the Sierra Nevada at Wardner 
will start up with nearly the same force as be- 
fore the trouble. Granite miners, who were 
the last to be driven out, did not go far and 
have nearly all returned and will go back to 
work Monday. 

At 1:300’clock this afternoon about 100 union 
miners and citizens were brought down from 
Burke undera strong guard, and marched 
through the streets to military headquarters. 
The miners wore rubber boots and clothing. 

Wasaineton, D. C., July 16.—Gen. Scho- 
field has received a telegram from Gen. W. P. 
Carlin, 4th Infantry, dated Wardner, Idaho, 
saying: | 

Arrest by order of the Governor of Idaho com- 
mences today aad will continue until the Govern- 
or stops it.

his mine and mill destroyed. A ton and a half of 
dynamite was placéd in the mill by rioters to 
blow it up and burn it; When his non-union men 
had left the place on cars the giant-powder was 
removed from the mill and all the property 
placed in his possession. Everything is progress- 
ing favorably. 

Gen. Schofield today telegraphed Gen. 
Ruger, commanding the Department of Cali- 
fornia, as follows: ; 

I have no doubt the circumstances and results 
fully justify the discretion Col. Carlin exercised. 
He evidently understood the duty of the troops is 
simply to 9 the civil authorities in the en- 
forcement of the laws. 

From the headquarters of the army today 
the proclamation of President Harrison com- 
manding the rioting miners to disperse was 
published as a general order. 

The imprisoned miners are sullen and seein 
dazed by the suddenness with which the non- 
union miners were restored to Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan. This was the last general 
rendezvous for the strikers, and some of 


the hardest: characters were gathered 
there. They got wind of the ap- 
proach of the | troops, however, and 


when Col. Carlin got there the town was about 
deserted. All night long the strikers had 
been carrying provisions into the hills. Only 
afew arrests were made, among them Justice 
of the Peace Frazer and Postmaster Marsh. 
Both are sympathizers with the cause of the 
union. It is thought Marsh was arrested more 
as a witness than a culprit. Both are 
newspaper men. Frazer edited a weekly 
paper in the mines, and Marsh was at one 
time a proofreader on a Chicago paper. 

The troops that went up to Burke met with 
more success. Capt. Bubb stationed his men 
from the depot to the mouth of the mines, 
and when the miners were hoisted they 
were marched straight away to the 
train, without being given time 
to change their clothing or eat their dinner. 
This occasioned considerable indignation 
among the inhabitants of the town. Several 
fugitives have been arrested at Murray or 
north of the Gold Fork of Cour d’Aléne 
River. They were trying to get out of the 
country. It is evident that the strikers have 
been conquered for the present. What they 
may attempt when the! military is withdrawn 
is another question.

HANGED TWICE TO FORCE A CONFESSION. 


Brutal Treatment an Alleged Murderer 
Says He Was Suhfected To by a Mob. 
Fresno, Cal., July 16.— Michael Blume, 

who is charged with the murder of A, C. 


Haskins near Centerville, was held to 
answer in the Superior Court with- 
out bail Friday at Sanger. The same 
evening at 11 o'' ock, according to 


Blume, eight men went to the jail, effected an 
entrance without resistance, bound his hands 
with rope and threw bim into a wagon. They 
took him three miles to the spot where 
Haskins was killed, put a rope around his zeck 
and hung him till be was insensible.

Blume was brought to this city today. His 
left wrist was cut sevetely by the rope and his 
hand is paralyzed.

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GAVE THE SEAT TO THE REPUBLICAN, 


Decision Reached in the Contested Alder- 
manic Election Case at Milwaukee. 

Mitwavuxes, Wis., July 16.—[Special.]—As 
a result oi the verdict of a jury declaring that 
the ballots had been tampered with since elec- 
tions Judge Johnson late this afternoon de- 
clared Henry Vanryn, the Republican candi- 
date for Alderman in the Fourth Ward, enti- 
tled to the seat in the Common Council held 
by James H. Horan, his Democratic opponent. 
The Democratic city officials are all consider- 
ably excited tonight over the result of thecon- 
tested election trial, which has occupied the 
Circuit Court all week, and more especially so 
as there is a probability of a grand jury being 


called to investigate further the tamper- 
ing with bailots and if possible 
to indict the ilty ones, The 


verdict was a general surprise, since it was 
expected the jury would disagree after being 
out all night, The only question submitted 
to the jury to determine was whether or not 
the ballots from the First Precinct of the 
ward showmg an increase in the count of 15 
Democratic votes, sufficient to elect Horan 
over the count made on election night, had 
been tampered with. 

At 1 o’clock this morning the jury, after 
being out all night, reported that they had 
not. agreed, but shortly afterward returned a 
verdict answering the question in the affirm- 
ative. then Horan’s.counsel moved to have 
the verdict set aside. Arguments on the mo- 
tion occupied the court until late in the aft- 
ernoon, when Judge Johnson affirmed the 
verdict and ordered that the increased vote 
shown for Horan in the First Precinct be 
thrown out. He also ordered that the nine 
Republican city ballots found in the Judicial 
box be counted for Vanryn, this giving him a 
majority of six. Stay of proceedings was 
granted for thirty days. 

Horan may appeal to the Supreme Court. 
Vanryn’s election makes the Common Coun- 
cil a tie between the Republicans and Demo- 
crate. By seating Horan immediately after 
the elections the Demourats secured the or- 
ganization of the Council and now have little 
to lose. But nevertheless they made a hard 
fight to save him his seat. The jury’s verdict 
has created considerable of a sensation even 
outside of political circles, and already there 
is a popular demand for the District-Attorney 
to call a grand jury or take other legal steps 
to prosecute the perpetrators of the fraud. 


BOUGHT HEAVILY BUT MADE NO SALES. 


Peculiar Method of a Lawrence, Kas., Man 
Which Led to Trouble. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 16.—A most remarkable 
state of affairs, either the result of a dis- 
ordered brain or the deliberate swindling of a 
bold knave of Lawrence, Kas., has been re- 
vealed here by proceedings taken by local 
firms. Last April W. H. Pendleton, up to 
that time a fairly prosperous produce dealer, 
decided to open a wholesale grocery house 
at Lawrence. Armed with a commercial 
agency rating, based on his former business, 
Pendleton made atour of the country pur- 
chasing his stock. He bought of dealers in 
New York, Baltimore, Chicago, St. Louis 
and elsewhere a stock which it is now learned 
aggregated more than $143,000 in value. His 
supposed standing enabled him to obtain sixty 
days’ credit on everything he bought. In all 
he made purchases from 277 wholesalers ‘and 
im porters. 

Returning to Lawrence he soon began to re- 
ceive his goods, which he stored in the ware- 
houses of his father-in-law, Theodore Poehler. 
Soon the bills came due and in a short time, 
payment failing, an assignee was appointed, 
who found but $75,000 of the $143,000 pur- 
chased. He, however, traced several car- 
loads which it is alleged had been sold for cash 
at less than the prices at which Pendleton had 


obtained the oods. So far the 
entire amount oe not been ac- 
counted for, but enough is 
known tocast grave suspicion. The sums 


range from $350 to 32,350. An instance of 
Pendleton’s methods is shown in the case of 
a Baltimore firm from whom be secured 50. 
000 cigars of one brand, then 50,000 more on 
the plea that they were selling remarkably 
fast, putting in an application for a third lot 
just before the crash came. The assignee’ 
found the entire 100,000 cigars in the ware- 
house when he took hold. 


THREE CANDIDATES ON ONE PLATFORM. 


Arkansas Campaign Opened by Fishback, 
Whipple and Carnahan. 

Kittie Rock, Ark., July 16,—[Special.]— 
The political campaign in Arkansas opened 
today at Searcy by ajoint debate by Col. W. 
M. Fishback, Col. W. G. Whipple and Prof. 
J. H. Carnahan, the Democratic, Republican 
and People’s: party candidates for Governor 
respectively. The little town of Searcy was 
crowded with visitors, and three-fourths of the 
crowd, which was estimated at 40,000, was 
com posed of farmers.

G. W. Greig, No. 340 Leland avenue, Ravens- 
wood, reported at the Central Station last 
night that Mrs. Robert Burns Hutchinson 
was missing. Dispatches were immediately

FIGURES SHOWING THE EFFECT 
OF M’KINLEY TARIFF. 


Increased Trade of the United States Indi- 
cated by the Returns Made Are Shown 
to Be Steadily on the Increase—Balance 
Which Comes to the Protected Nation—

Wasutneton, D. C., July 16.—[Special.]— 

The Bureau of Statistics of the Treasury 
partment has just completed its compilation 
of the foreign trade ,of the United States for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1892. The to- 
tals will be one of the most invincible argu- 
ments of the campaign. The figures, here 
given for the first time, are not estimates, but 
are official totals. 
For the first time in the history of the 
country the total exports for the year reached 
a billion dollars, the exact value being 
$1,030,335,026. This is an increase over the 
previous year of $145,854,816. The exports 
exceeded the imports by $202,944,342. Truly a 
magnificent and unequaled balance of trade 
in our favor. The total foreign trade of the 
United States (both imports and exports) was 
$1,857,726,910. . 

The value of imports coming in free of duty 
was $458,001,145. The value of dutiable im- 
ports was $369,390,139, The percentage of free 
imports was 55.88, an increase of 16.73 
cent over 1891, when the percentage of 
imports was 39.15. In 1890 it was 34.19 and in 
1889 it was 34.81. 

But the following statement tells its own 
story as to the McKinley tariff even more 
startlingly. The average ad valorem 
levied on the total imports of the year en 
June 30, 1892, was 20.65; for the year 

June 30, 1891. it was 28.60; for 1890 it was 
28.92, and for 1889 it was 29.62. figures 
in devail will be ready for publication in a few 
days, and they will admit of many interesting 
comparisons and furnish texts for Congress 
and Republican campaign s hes.

GOSSIP UF A CABINET. 


HAROLD FREDERIC NAMES PROBa- 
BLE MINISTERS. | 


Lord Rosebery Will Return to the Foreign 
Office, While Morley Is to Become Chief 
Secretary for Ireland—Objection Raised 
Over Too Many Lords in the Body— 
Tories Will Have to Be Forcibly Turned 
Out—Cholera Destined to Interest West- 
ern Europe—Precautions Taken.

Lowpox, July 16.—Nothinz else is so inter- 
esting and curious about this great general 
election now drawing to a close as the time 
it has taken. For two whole weeks nobody 
has been doing anything but buy later editions 
of the evening papers and add up figures in 
his book, Of course no one talked of any- 
thing else. Even the clerks in the shops 
desert the weather as a theme and ask you 
instead day by day what you think 

the majority will be. None but a 

nation wholly eaten up with the sporting 

spirit would ever dreain of instituting such 
infliction, But in England, where they like 
cricket and worship jockeys, and would lay 
odds on the pitch of Gabriel’s last trump, 
solid comfort is extracted from this weari- 
some, long-drawn out method of the discov- 
ery of the popular will. 

There are certain reforming spirits who 
urge the innovation of a single polling day for 
the whole country, but nobody seriously 
listens to them. They like it this way, and 
now that the election results are practically 
settled everybody will fall to work speculat- 
ing who is to be in the Cabinet and 
who not. This is, in some respects, 
an even more éxciting sport than the other. 

At all events, it is more complicated. 
Gladstone now eclipses all previous En- 

glish records by becoming Premier for 


the fourth time, as, indeed, he 
was tied by Lord Derby alone in 
a third Premiership the last time. He as- 


sumed the office of Lord of the Privy Seal in 
addition to his titular dignity of First Lord of 
the Treasury. He is still as much ofa glut- 
ton for work as ever, but will probably con- 
tent himself with taking tne last-named post. 


Trouble Over Lords in the Cabinet. 


This much is plain sailing, but the next step 
is more difficult. The Liberals do not like to 
see too many Lords in their Cabinets. That of 
1880 contained eight, but that of 1885 only 
six, and there will be a Radical outery if even 
that number is now appointed. But there are 
six Liberal Lords who are of Cabinet rank 
and are looking now to be given a high place 
in the new administration. 8 

Rosebery, it is everywhere conceded, will 
return to the Foreign Office. Either Spencer 
or Aberdeen will be Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, probably the latter. There are two 
other posts which must go to noblemen, the 
Lord Chancellor and Lord President of the 
Council. For the first, who must 
also be a lawyer, Herschell is 
likely to be chosen again, and the second will 
be either Spencer, Ripon, or Kimberly. This 
leaves two voroneted candidates for the great 
State Department. In the last Cabinet Lord 
Kimberly had India and Ripon the Navy. 

The Radicals feel now that these depart- 
ments ought to be in fresher hands. They 
have marked certain ministerial fossils in the 
Commons for retirement, notably Mundella 
and Stanfield, and see no reason why certain 
Lords should not also make room for new 
blood. 

There are four Commoners of obvious 
Cabinet importance, Harcourt, Morley, T'rev- 
alyn, and Campbell-Bannerman, who must 
have big cage Morley will probably go 
back as Chief Secretary to Ireland, and Har- 
court Chancellor of the. Exchequer. But 
there are three former minor Ministers who 
are being pushed for promotion, Fowler, Os- 
borne, Morgan, Bryce, and a number of 
strong young men like Asquith must also be 
recognized, There is an even more general 
feeling in favor of Labouchere in the minis- 
try, but it is doubtful if he accepts office. 

The Radicals will specially urge that the 
ariny and navy be put in the hands of thorough- 
going reformers. Russell, presuinably, will 
be Attorney-General again, with Rigby this 
time as Solicitor-General. So, for a month 
or more, all England will speculate on the 
com position of the Ministry. 

Tories Must Be Forcibly Turned Out. 

First of all, there will be the ex¢itement of 
forcibly turning the Tories out of their places 
on the Treasury bench when Parliament 
meets Aug. 4. It seems settled that Salisbury 
will not resign, but compel the new Commons 
to eject him by a vote of want of confidence, 
which, of course, will be promptly forthcom- 
ing. Then, after a new Ministry is named, 
the real business will begin. 

There is the greatest uncertainty how Glad- 
stone will play his cards, an uncertainty 
which he probably shares with the rest. Un- 
auéstionably, the dominant Liberal feeling is 
in favor of trying to do ia lot of 
other things along with home rule. There 
are at least six other coaches they want to 
drive abreast through Temple Bar—one man, 
one vote, registration reform, ¢ompulsory 
rural allotments, Welsh disest¢blishment, 
giving London's County Council greatiy in- 
creased powers, and the putting of elec- 
tion expenses on the rates. Each of 
these projects has a determined bahd of parti-

There are undoubted possibilities of mis- 
‘chief in this, but they are lessened by the

Bad Day for the Liberals, 


In the curious ups and downs which have 
characterized the whole elections this has 
been a bad day. It had been counted on to 
raise the Liberal majority to fifty-six. 
stead it leaves it at forty-two. And what is 
to come can hardly at the best lift it to fifty, 
if, indeed, it even does that. But even this 
represents a tremendous reversal of public 
opinion. To have in six years a majority of 
114 changed into a minority of 50 in a total 
uum ber of 670 signifies a reaction as sweeping 
as political history often exhibits, Gains have 
veen made by the Liberals in strictly agri- 
cultural districts and Lundon as they stand 
now, and the final result will hardly alter the 
figures. 

North and east rival each other in point and 
distinction. Lancashire, York. Durham, and 
Cumberland return a gain of 15, reduced by 
2 losses in Northumberland to 13. Eastern 
England shows 17, Norfolk and Lincoln yield- 
ing 5each, with 1 to Essex, Bedford, Cam- 
bridge, and Suffolk, and no losses whatever. 
This East Anglican victory has great interest 
for us because it is this section which founded 
New England and made Oliver Cromwell pos- 
sible, and may still be trusted to leadin 
soundly progressive movements. 

London's gain of 12, reduced to 10 bya 
loss each in the Kent and Dorset Midlands, 
shows the greatest chopping about, owing to 
the potential influence of Birmmgham, but, 
after all the gains and losses are set opposite 
one another, the Liberals win six seats. The 
west gives 11 gains, 4 in Devon, 2 each in 
Somerset. Hampshire, and Gloucester, and 
one in Wiltshire. 


Scotland Did Poorly. 


Scotland was expected to yield fifteen gains, 
some said nineteen. Owing to the labor fol- 
lies and the disestablishment question it only 
produced a net gain of 8 Wales shows g, 
which is one more than was expected. Ire- 
land, on the other hand, reduces the whole 
total by 5 losses, of which 8 are entirely due 
to the fractional division, for which the 
strikers, who call themselves, Parnellites, are 
responsible. | 

The Parnellites come out of the fight with 
9 members, 1 of whom will probably be un- 
seated. On petition they refused an offer of 
12 some weeks ago, and insisted they were 
certain to carry 23 seats. 

North Tyrone, whicha few years ago was 
a hopelessly Tory pocket borough of the 
Hamiltons, 1s now held by only 8 majority, 
and will certainly be carried by the National- 
ists at the next election on the new registra- 
tion. 

‘The whole election yielded fower personal 
incidents than any other during . this Victor- 
ian age. Withthe exception of Ritchie, no 
Minister of any importance has been beaten, 
and the opposition has lost nobody worth 
mentioning. Although there has been a good 
deal of unseating going on in Ireland, the 
Nationalists preserved seats for all their prom- 
inent men, and added to their numbers Mi- 
chael Davitt and Edmund Blake, who 
will help make the Nationalist delega- 
tion in the House the strongest, in- 
tellectually and morally, that Ire- 
land has ever sent across. There are now only 
twenty members remaining to be elected, and 
possibilities of change in only four or five in- 
stances. 

Cholera Coming to Western Europe. 

Apparently, however, the cholera will soon 
compel the undivided attention of Western 
Europe. It now has a foothold in both Odes- 
sa and Moscow, and in the latter city reliance 
has thus far been placed solely on the big re- 
ligious processions and a display through the 
streets of specially sacred ikuns. In both 
these places and, indeed, measurably through- 
out Russia a large proportion of the capable 
physicians have beén driven away because 
they were Jews, and municipal organization is 
in a far lower and looser state than it was 
twenty years ago. The plague practically will 
meet no intelligent effective resistance any- 
where east of the German frontier. Here, 
however, every conceivable resource of science 
will be marshaled against it and quite possi- 
bly its progress will be staid. 

It makes one shudder tothink what hor- 
rors this summary closing of the gates in 
front from an advent ofa pestilence in the 
rear will work in the already overcrowded and 
pauperized and filthy Jewish pale. 

The ignoble collapse of the latest attempt 
to fasten the blood sacrifice upon the Jews 
may have done some good in Germany. The 
trial at Xanten. a medieval little old town in 
one of the most backwoods sections of Ger- 
many, turned out like all others of recent 
years, that is to say, it ,showed that the real 
murderer tried to shield himself by inventing 
the charge against a Jew, and it seems more 
than likely that the original motive of the crime 
was to get up this charge. It staggers imag- 
ination to try to grasp the extremity of this 
anti-Semitic fervor, but we know it has often 
gone these lengths in Hungary and Galicia, 
and the experience in Xanten has shown that 
avast majority of the population is quite 
ready to believe in the guilt of the accused 
Hebrew, though there was not a scintilla of 
evidence against him, and he proved an abeo- 
lute alibi. Probabiy the peasantry of Middle 
Europe will continue for generations to be- 
lieve that the Jews murder Christians for sac- 
rificial purposes, but the latest episode has 
given the German Liberal press a most op- 
portuge weapon in the fight against the new 
Judenhetze which Bismarck and his group of 
malcontents are striving to stir up. 

Germany’s Exposition Undecided, 


Germany is still in two minds as to the advis- 
ability of holding an international exhibition 
in 1898 or 1899. On the one hand the tempta- 
tion to thus forestall France and trump its 
distinctly shabby trick of annexing the date 
A. D. 1900, after Berlin had publicly chosen 
the date for itself, is naturally strong, but, 
rer contra, there is much uneasy apprehen- 
sion lest the German show prove a failure by 
comparison with the succeeding French affair, 
which would be a hideous humiliation to na- 
tional pride. 

rather fancy the latter feeling will prevail. 
The geographical arguinent is heavily against 
Berlin. It is an out-of-the way place, where- 
as Paris is on the road to everywhere. More- 
over, Berlin is one of the least attractive of 
the big cities, while Paris counts its lovers by 
the million all around the globe.

BUSINESS DOING. 


UNUSUAL DULLNESS. IN 
STREET SPECULATION. 


Parliamentary Elections Force the London 
Exchange to an Equal Lethargy—Anxie- 
ty Over Possible Silver Legislation Is Al- 
layed, but It Has No Effect—No Danger 
of Gold Going to a Premium—Only the 
Close of the Regular Season’s Exports— 
Little Activity in Stocks. 

New Yark, July 16.—[Special.]|~—The Lon- 
don and New York speculative markets have 
sunk to a parallel depth of dullness, There is 
no business doing here and none there, and 
the lack of it is attributed in both to similar 
causes, For a wonder nothing is heard this 
time about Steck Exchange or Wall street 
methods having driven away trading, and con- 
sequently no advocacy of dead-sure remedies 
warranted to make people buy and sell securi- 
ties whether they want to or not. 

In London the latest letter says that owing 

to politics (the Parliamentary election) busi- 

ness upon the stock exchange has been 
practically suspended. Brokers report that 
hardly ever in their memory has so little 
been doing, Even investment has fallen off. 
Of the American department the same let- 


ter says: 

There is utter 0 
afraid to engage in new risks, partly because of 
exaggerated fears respecting silver and partly 
because they expect that little more will be doing 
in New York while a Presidential campaign goes 
on. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the London 
operators are wrong in their expectations on 
the latter point, for the Presidential campaign 
runs or till November, and if commission 
houses are to starve till that time, a good 
many of them may as well go out of business 
at once. Since the letter was written, the de- 
cisive defeat of the Silver bill has occurred. 


No More Fear of Silver. 


It was so thoroughly killed, and the sub- 
sidence of the silver craze so strikingly dem- 
onstrated in the killing, we may now calculate 
the movement of legisiation will be the other 
way, and tne efforts to give an artificial 
value to the metal by statute will be aban- 
doned. Senator Sherman must have felt that 
the vote in the House of Representatives 
proved the tide had turned, or he would not 
have introduced his bill to repeal the Silver 
Purchase act. 

Now, considering how anxious the financial 
world had been on this silver business the ac- 
tion of the House was calculated to give the 
stock market n decided lift. It was as good a 
bull event as operators could possibly desire 
and should have stimulated buying all along 
the line. Nothing of the kind happened. The 
market was absolutely unresponsive. The 
disappointment in the street was extreme. 
Nothing has happened lately which seemed so 
to impress the average trader with hopeless- 
ness. 

If such a thing as that could not lift the 
Naturally, there has 
been talk since that if the market will not re 
spond to good news the usual experience is 
that it is about ready to respond to bad. 

The labor troubles have cut no figure in the 
speculation, tor they are felt to be sporadic, 
The crop outlook, as indieated by the govern- 
ment report, shows that so far there is really 
no bear material there, the prospects bemg 
that we shall have fair average crops this year, 
wheat being quite good and corn indifferent, 
compared with last year. 

Currency discussions have engaged most at- 
tention, and though little gold has gone out 
the last week, just the usual tailings toward 
the end of the export season, there has been 
considerable debate about gold going toa 
premium, about methods for checking gold 
exports, about the resources of the United 
States Treasury for meeting the drain upon 
it, and kindred things. 

Only Midsummer Debates. 

They are of the character of midsummer de- 
bates, which serve to maintain meutal activi- 
ty when ordinary business is too sluggish to 
do it.

It was carried 
on against the protesta of his associates, and 
when the final and expected end came Mr. 
Gould, though he pricked the bubble, took 
care to do it in such a way that a crash which 
would have carried down one or two impor- 
tant financial institutions, and would proba- 
bly have caused another panic, was safely 
averted.

SHOT BY A DESPERATE BURGLAR.

SPECIAL AND GENERAL TAX LISTS. 


Detailed Statement by Years of the Money 
Raised for City Purposes. 

The following table exhibits the amounts 
each year since 1862—thirty years ago—of the 
aggregate of general property taxes levied for 
all purposes, and also the gross amount of 
special assessments levied for local improve- 
ments, without deducting any rebates paid 
back. Since the great annexations to the old 
area of the city the special assessments have 
greatly increased—that is to say since 1889:

Mr. Kern says his books 
are open for inspection, and that being the case 
he thinks the City Hall officials ought to be 
more moderate in their criticisin.

HAS CONCLUDED TO GO OUT OF BUSINESS. 


The Affairs af the Millers’ Mutual Insurance 
Company of Wisconsin Being Wound Up. 
Mir wax, Wis., July 16.— Special. |—It 
has been decided by the directors of the 
Millers’ Mutual Insurance company of Wis- 
eonsin to retire from business, and the affairs 
of the company are now being wound up. 
For two years the headquarters of the com- 
pany were in Milwaukee, but a year ago the 
offices were removed to Depere, where they 
now are. The Millers’ Mutual of Wisconsin 
was organized in 1877 and for some time was 
a prosperous organization. At one period of 
its existence it took some business of a gen- 
eral character, but this was afterward dropped 
and it was conducted strictly as a millers 
company, taking no risks except on milling 
property, grain, flour, etc. When the com- 
any had its offices in Milwaukee it was one 
of the allied mutuals of Wisconsin of which 
S. H. Seamans was manager. All of the 
mutuals suffered more or less in the brush 
which they had with Commissioner Cheek. and 
Mr. Seamans says that the retirement of the 
Millers Mutual removes the last purely 
mutual company in the State with the excep- 
tion of some town organizations.

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WORLD’S FAIR OFFICIALS SEEK- 
ING TO REDUCE EXPENSES. 


In the Event of the $5,000,000 Appropria- 
tion Not Being Made Many Changes 
May Be Necessary, anil the Board of 
Directors Is Now Considering the Best 

Way of Meeting the Emergency 
Alterations in Building Projects—Con- 
solidation of Offices, 


A keen-edged pruning-knife will be run 
through the World’s Fair expenditures in the 
event of Congress tailing to appropriate 
$5,000,000. This knife will be manipulated by 
the Executive committee, and already the 
Board of Directors is seriously interesting it- 
self in discovering where a reduction of ex- 
penses may be made. . 

According to the official report of Treasurer 
Seeberger, submitted to the Board of Direc- 
tors a week ago yesterday, there remains in 
the treasury a balance of $2,569,437. Auditor 
Ackerman’s report shows that money is being 
expended at the rate of $650,000 a month. 
There is reason to believe that these expendi- 
tures will exhaust the funds in hand by next 
October. : 

In view of these facts, far-seeing members of 
the directory have begun to figure on reduc- 
ing certain expenditures. If the $5,000,000 
appropriation be not passe several addi- 
tional buildings now under contemplation 
will have to be abandoned, a number of em- 
ployés discharged, and a consolidation of de- 
partment chiefs effected. 

That the Board of Directors contemplates 
making radical reductions in expenditures is 
evidenced by the fact that at the meeting of 
the Executive committee a resolution was 
adopted requesting the Director-General to 
make all appointments subject to dis- 
missal on ten days’ notice with 
ten days’ pay. Outside this action 
of the Executive committee the first 
evidence of a tendency on the part of the 
Board of Directors to reduce expenses is 
shown in the decision to hang up for the pres- 
ent the reproduction of the Convent of La 
Rabida. This building was intended to be 
constructed for the purpose of housing the 
personal relics of Columbus, Months ago the 
directors voted to appropriate $50,000 for the 
building. But since the attitude of Congress 
has become so unfriendly toward the Fair 
the construction of La Rabida has been sus- 
pended, The ancient, curious, and priceless 
treasures which have been collected will be 
displayed in a fireproof building costing much 
less than the convent. 

The several buildings projected, but not un- 
der way, may be made much more simple 
and inexpensive than the original plans con- 
template. One of these is Casino Hall. Its 
expense was fixed at $100,000. There may be 
no Casino Hall. The Music Hall at the other 
end of the peristyle may be reduced to a 
simple and inexpensive structure. Ou this 
building as well as on the Casino it was in- 
tended that $100,000 should be expended. 
Then there is the Choral Hall, which 1s de- 
signed to stand between the Transportation 
and the Horticultural Buildings. Its capacity 
was estimated at 8,000 persons. This build- 
ing, it seems, will have to be greatly simpli- 
fied if Congress fails to pass the Appropria- 
tion bill. 

Departments May Be Consolidated. 

Equally important with these changes and 
constructions will be the reduction of expend- 
itures in the administration of the Fair by the 
department chiefs. It may be that the fifteen 
departments will eventually end in a consoli- 
dation, over which less than half the original 
number of chiefs will have charge. 

On this line of reducing expenditures,”’ 
said a leading director yesterday, nothing 
will be done without the approval of Director- 
General Davis. We are open to suggestions 
from any source which may show how ex- 
penses may be lessened.”’ 

Notwithstanding this assurance, it is under- 
stood that there is in contemplation by the 
Board of Directors a scheme for consolidating 
the fifteen great departments unaer the man- 
agement of four or five chiefs, For instance, 
it is proposed that the Departments of Live 
Stock, Forestry, Agriculture, and Horticulture 
be concentrated ander the management of W. 
I, Buchanan, who is at present Chief 
of the Department of Agriculture. This 
arrangement would save the salaries of 
three department chiefs, which on an average 
would amount to $5,000 each. Then it is pro- 
posed to combine under one chief the Depart- 
ments of Electricity, Machinery, and Trans- 
portation. By this combination will be effect- 
ed a saving of about $10,000 annually. Event- 
ually the directors think the Department of 
Foreign Affairs might be absorbed by the Di- 
rector-General, and altogether the amount 
saved would be about $28,000. 

While this arrangement is quietly talked of, 
it rests with Director-General Davis to con- 
sent tosuch a reorganization. He will not do 
it unless he is thoroughly convinced that with 
the allotment of space by the several depart- 
ment chiefs little will-remain to be done until 
after the opening of the Exposition next May. 

There is little reason to believe that Capt. 
J. H. Collins, Col. Edmund Rice, W. E. Cur- 
tis, L. W. Robinson, and A. R. Baker will re- 
sign their positions on account of the action 
of. the Senate in providing an amendment 
that United States officials detailed to do duty 
at the World's Fair be deprived of any emolu- 
ment by the Exposition company. Lyman J. 
Gage said that each of the nen were valuable 
and the World's Fair would at least provide 
for the expenses of these officers rather than 
permit them to resign ani return to their 
governmental positions. 


FAIR GROUND TRANSPORTATION, 


An Elevated Electric System Will Be Used 
—Plians of the Company. 

The Street Railway Review yesterday pub- 
lished a short account of the methods of con- 
struction’ and the operating plans of the 
Western Dummy Railway company that 
some months ago secured the contract for 
moving the thousands and thousands of people 
who will require some cheap, expeditious, and 
safe method of traversing the many acres in- 
cluded in the tour of the Columbian ~ Exposi- 
tion buildings at Jackson Park. 

The system will be elevated and electric. 
The cars will moved by electric 
traction, on the trolley system, with the wires 
between the rails. The upright posts on which 
the structure will rest are to be of yellow pine, 
fourteen feet hig! , resting on two solid beds 
of concrete sunk in a four foot excavation. 
The company believes that the system will 
answer every need and furnish sate, rapid, and 
convenient transportation.

PROVIDED WITH MECHANICAL ARMS, 


Katie Smith's Loss Supplied by a Maker 
of Artificial Limbs, 

Little Katie Smith, who some months ago 
lost buth arms from the effects of burns re- 
ceived from a red hot stove, was yesterday 
given a pair of new arms. 

With the Rev. Dr. F. N. Gregg and Miss Agnes 
Gregg, whose especial charge she 1s, the little 
girl visited a maker of the artificial arms, and 
the mechanical limbs were fitted to her. 
Within a few minutes she had become some- 
what used to them and used them in a manner

astonishing even to the maker. She was able 
to raise them in front of her, extend them to 
the side, flex them at the elbows; and go 
tbrough all the motions necessary in the trans- 
fer of food from a dish to hér mouth. To one 
not acquainted with the faets it would not ap- 
pear ata casual exumination that the arms 
were artificial. 

The arms are really wonderfvl pieces of 
mechanism. Four months of time and sev- 
eral hundreds of dollars have been expended 
in the construction of the arms. The maker 
first found a little girl, Miss Katie Holcomb 
of Ravenswood, who is about Katie’s build, 
and took plaster molds of her arms. From 
these molds plaster casts were made and 
from them metal casts. Over these the alumi- 
num arms were made. A single artificial 
muscle in the form of a cord and pulley is 
supplied each arm, operating by the motion 
of the shoulder muscles, The fingers of each 
hand are so jointed that the hand may be 
fixed in any of the natural positions. The 
maker proposes, when Katie has become 
more accustomed to the arms, to introduce 
another artificial muscle by which her fingers 
may be moved. Each hand is detachable at 
the wrist, the right uncovering a fixed fork 
and the left aspoon. Katie tried these yester- 
day and showed that she would soon be able 
to feed herself. 

These arms were a present to the little girl 
from the makers, who were asked for a cash 
subscription some monthe ago when a fund 
was being collected, but preferred to experi- 
ment upon a pair of arms. 

Mr. Gregg, Assistant General Superintend- 
ent of the Children’s Home Society, whose 
ward Katie says she is, says the little girl is 
developing marked talent as an elocutionist 
and that she will undoubtedly be able to sup- 
port herself. An entertainment for a country 
town is already being arranged.

FOR FALL ELECTIONS. 


COMMISSIONERS PREPARING FOR 
THE COMING CONTEST, 


Additional Booths and Ballot-Boxes Will 
Be Required—New Devices in the Lat- 
ter Submitted to the Board—Compila- 
tion of Instructions for the Uninitiated 
Voter—Gov. Fifer Will Not Voluntarily 
Issue a Call for the Election of Addi- 
tional Superior Judges: 


The Election Commissioners are at work 
preparing for the fall election and there will 
be an entirely new registration of the voters. 
As already stated the district within the juris- 
diction of the Commissioners is to be divided 
into 750 election precincts. About 250 addi- 
tional polling booths and 250 additional bal- 
lot-boxes will have to be obtaine l. The ex- 
perience of last fall and spring proves that 
the average voter does not fully comprehend 
the manner of balloting under the new 
law. It is intended by the Election 
Board to begin a system of political 
education in his behalf. Chief Clerk Taylor 
has been at work for several days on a broad 
sheet of instructions for the uninitiated citi- 
zen. This he submitted to the Election Board 
at its meeting yesterday with the request that 
it be sent to the representative committees of 
the various parties with a view to securing 
their approval before final action by the board. 
The recommendation of Mr. Taylor was con- 
curred in. The only new teature of these in- 
structions is that relating to the votes for 
members of the General Assembly. The in- 
struction in this regard is as follows: 

In voting for Representatives to the General As- 
sembly, where the number of votes to be given 
each candidate is printed on the ballot, a cross 
(X placed in the circle at the top of the ticket 
will be counted as a cross opposite each name on 
that ticket for Representative, and the ballot will 
be counted as printed. Or the voter may, besides 
making a crossinthe circle at the head of the 
ticke& also make a cross in the square opposite 
the names of such candidates for Representative 
as he wishes to vote for. But if the number of 
votes to be given each candidate be not 
printed on the ballot, and you mark a cross (X) 
opposite one name, three votes will be counted 
for that candidate. If you mark a cross opposite 
two names one and a half votes will be counted 
for each candidate. If you mark three names 
with a cross (X) each gandidate will be counted 
one vote. Ifyou wishto divide your vote un- 
equally you must mark the names of the candi- 
dates with a cross and follow the name with the 
number of votes you intend to give each. 

In voting for Representatives you can vote for 
three candidates and no more. 

Proposals for new ballet-boxes were called for 
and, the board listened to a discussion on the 
merits of the various plans, Against one box of 
the old wooden style three or four metal cylin- 


drical ones were offered. 
George D. Bernard & Co. of St. Louis exhibited 


a steel cylinder, painted black, 24x14% inches in 


dimensions, The box has an automatic lock, by 
which the slot can be closed when the voting 
ceases. Each box weighs eight pounds. The box 
has been adopted by several counties in this 
State and is in use in other States. 

The Michigan Ballot-Box company sent in a 
steel cylindrical box, 26x12 inches in dimensions, 
with a device in the cover through which ballots 
can be rolled and marked. The box is in use in 
Michigan, but the prohibition in IIlinois against 
defacing the ballots wiil prevent the use of the 
roller appliance here. F 
The McDonnell Odometer company offered for 
inspection a cylindrical box, 24x14 or 20x16 inches 
in diameter, made of steel and containing a slot 
for depositing ballots, the closing of which is pro- 
vided by a revolution of the cover on tne base. 
Thése. boxes will weigh between six and seven and 
three-quarters pounds each. 

D. C. Roberts presented a novel plan. It con- 
templates a glass set on an ebonized wood 
base and held in plage by nickeled metal side pil- 
lars and cross pieces. 

Edward Mikkelson offered to make a wood- 
en ballot-box, improved on the old style 
by using lighter and stronger wood and 
by protecting the glass with bars. 

The board took no action save directi the 
owners of the boxes to sendin bids before Tues- 
day noon. The contracts will be awarded at a 
special meeting to be held Thursday.

It was asserted yesterday on what appeared 
to be good authority that the Governor will 
not issue a call for the election of additional 
Superior Judges unless ordered to do so by 
the courts. He thinks that if the people of 
Chicago are desirous of an increase of their 
judiciary they will apply fora mandamus to 
the Supreme Court so that there may be an 
authoritative judicial determination of the 
meaning of the law bearing on this subject. 
He will afford every facility for an agreed 
case so that the question may be determined 
in time for the issue of a call. 

In this connection it may be said that the 
Democrats have practically determined on the 
nomination of a full judicial ticket at their 
convention Aug. 20, They will have no more 
of the non-partisan plan, they say. This is in 
accordance with the views of Judge Altgeld 
already set forth in Tue Trreung, and for 
that matter the Republican committeemen, 
as far as can be ascertained, are not much in 
love with that form of judicial selection. 


Pleased with Carter's Appointment. 

Secretary Jamieson was at the headquarters 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday when the 
news came that Committeeman Carter had 
been selected for Chairman of the National 
committee, vice William J. Campbell, re- 
signed. Dr. Jamieson expressed himself as 
well satisfied with the appointment.

BISHOP FALLOWS ON LABOR PROBLEMS. 


He Visits Homestead and Draws Conclu- 
sions from What He Saw. 

Bishop Samuel Fallows returned yesterday 
morning from his trip to New York, where he 
attended the annual convention of the Young 
People’s Society of Christian Endeavor. On 
his return he stopped at Homestead a half a 
day and there addressed the strikers. Toa 
reporter for Tun Trieunz, who saw him at 
his residence, No. 967 West Monroe street, 


yesterday afternoon Bishop Fallows said: 


The meeting before which I spoke was held 
m the Opera-House. It was Well attended, 
and many of the workingmen were standing 
in the aisies. The workingmen impressed me 
as an intelligent body of men, A large num- 
ber of them are members of the church, I 
was especially well pleased with O'Donnell, 
who is aman of good education. He looks 
more like a student trom college than a mill 
hand, Ithink it 1s the solemn duty of Mr. 
Carnegie or those who represent him to sub- 
mit to an early arbitration the questions at 
issue. This I believe is not only the senti- 
ment of the press and the pulpit, but also of 
the country. Iam a Republican and believe 
in moderate protection. As a party every 
stress ought to be brought to bear upon Car- 
negie by the Republicans to insure a speedy 
settlement. 

“Arguing this question at issue in An abstract 
way we will assume that a man has a right to 
his propery ; that he has the right to employ 
whoever chooses and fix a scale of wages. 
This of course is true, but it ceases the mo- 
ment he employs work en and enters into 
relations with them. Then there are two 
parties whose rights must be considered. The 
rights of employer, not from his personal 
standpoint, but his rights in relation to the 
employé, and the latter’s rights in ‘relation to 
the employer. 

Nr. Carnegie is getting his wealth to a cer- 
tain extent through his workmen. He has 
not an absolute right to turn his old employés 
out of his mills and the homes which they are 
crying to build up and import a lot of men to 
take their places. Such alaw may not exist, but 
morally he possesses no. right to such actions. 
Therefore, there ought to be a compulsory 
law which should make him bow to its deci- 
sion. The court of arbitration should have a 
power eqaal to that of the Supreme Court and 
both parties should be compelled to submit 
their differences to its judgments. 

‘I think that organized labor as it now ex- 
ists is ‘one of the few things that mark the ad- 
vancement of the present century. I consider 
auy onslaught on organized labor, as such, a 
wrong which ought not to be tolerated. The 
Homestead strike has done one thing, and that 
is, it has put a stop to, the use of private 
armies for the present. „ While I am in 
favor of obedience to the law, I do 
not think that men should be hired to protect 
property in the place of State officers.”’ 

Bishop Fallows was elated over the success 
of the convention uf the Young People’s So- 
ciety of Christian Endeavor. 
while in session passed resolutions favoring 
Sunday closing and telegraphed to Congress 
to couple such a provision with the appropria- 
tion. The Bishop thought that the vote on 
this question was in all probability influenced 
by the action of the society.

Once Sentenced to Death, His Case Is 
Stricken from the Docket, 

The indictment for murder against William 
Purdy, who was once under sentence of death, 
was stricken from the docket by Judge Hawes 
yesterday.

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS 


Work of the Storm. 


The northwester of Friday night was the most se- 
vere midsummer gule that visited “the lakes in 
years, and a long fist of wrecks was the result, al. 
though no lives were lost. The Chicago fleet esca 
remarkably well, and with the exceptions of two 
scares over excursion boats the storm had not 
caused shipping here much trouble. The excursion 
steamer Nebraska was many hours overdue on ac- 
count of breaking an airpump in midlake at the 
height of the storm, and for sometime it rolled 
about completely heipless. The 100 passengers on 
board, who had been . the celebration at 
Ludington, were badly scared, but at length repairs 
were made so that the steamer could continue on 
her way, using only her high-pressure cyJinder. This 
was slow work, and it did not reach 
here until 4 ovclock yesterday morning, 
having been twenty hours in coming 140 miles, 
The old schooner Cuyahoga came in with consider- 
able water in her hold. owing to the pumps givin 
out during the storm. This completed the 
storm mishaps here, but around the lakes the boats 
caught in the gale’s fury were not 80 fortunate. The 
steamtarge Nelson Mills, laden with lumber, had 
left Manistique, Mich., with barges in tow for Cleve- 
land just before the gale. It was driven on Ten- 
Foot Shoal, and quickly filled. The crew were in a 
perilous position when the steamer Hunter came by 
and took them from the wreck. The Mills was towed 
into deep water and its anchors let go. Nelson M. 
Mills & Co,, owners, had telegraphed from Cheboy- 
gan ordering tugs to the ass nee of the wreck at 
once.

THEIR FOUR YEARS’ DROUGHT BROKEN, 


Cattlemen and Farmers of New Mexico Re- 
joicing Over Copious Rains. 

ALBuquERQUE, N. M., July 16.+—[Special. ] 
—The drought that has prevailed in several of 
the States of old Mexico for the last four 
years has made itself felt in thisterritory. As 
a general rule, a large amount of water falls 
here in July and August and but little during 
the other months. But during the period 
referred tothe summer rains have almost 
totally failed. True, there has been a little 
precipitation each year during the “ rainy 
season,”’ but the fall has been so slight that 
its effect has hardly been noticed, and it is safe 
to say that except in some few favored spots, 
there has not been as much rain in the whole 
of any one of the four years as frequently falls 
in Chicago in one day. 

So far as the agricultural and fruit-growing 
districts are concerned they were but little 
affected. In these lines of industry every- 
thing isdone by irrigation, and the water 
for this purpose is obtained from streams 
which have their source among the great 
mountains of Colorado, and as they flow 
through New Mexico they are generally at 
their flood during the dryest and warmest 
parts of the year. But the ranges upon which 
the thousands’ of cattle and sheep graze de- 
pend upon the rains that fall during the two 
months named fortheir annual grass crop, 
and whenever the rain is short ju summer 
the grass is correspondingly short in the year 
that foliows. 

The long period of dry weather just past 
has wrought serious injury to the cattle inter- 
ests, and in many spots some of the ranges that 
formerly constituted the best feeding grounds 
are now as bare of vegetation as a paved 
street, Of course this has been discouraging 
and it is therefore not surprising that there 1s 
now great rejoicing among cattiemen over the 
fact that the ratoy season has set in, this 
year, in the old-fashioned way, and bids fair 
to give the ground a thorough soaking. 

vinning with the first of this month 
copious rains have fallen in different parts of 
the Territory every day, and: the indications 
are all good for more. The ground is so 
warm, from the long-continued and uninter- 
rupted sunshine that wherever the moisture is 
applied to it vegetation springs up as if by 
magic, and the brownest, barest plain in the 
Territory becomes green in less than a week.

Preliminary to a Greater Struggle, 

In every quarter the general election now 
ending is regarded merely as preliminary to a 
greater struggle to come, probably in the 
summer of next year. Tory and Liberal news- 
papers alike are already exhorting their parti- 
sans to take care that their names are placed 
on the new register of voters which will be 
made up at the end of this month, and in 
many constituencies successful as well as un- 
successful candidates are working their ver- 
sonal arrangements on the assumption that a 
year of hard work is before them. | 

In pursuance of their new fighting policy 
the Tones have resolved upon the unusual 
course of opposing the reélection of members 
of the new Cabinet. Hundreds of years ago 
the House of Commons in its wisdom decreed 
that any member accepting a place of profit 
under the crown should ipso facto vacate his 
seat and submit himself to his constituents 
for reélection or rejection. The rule has long 
ceased to be of any practical value, because 
the crown no longer dares to gain its way 
with the House of Commons by bribery and 
corruption, but it remains in force. Usually 
new Ministers, by courtesy of their opponents, 
are reélected without opposition, and almost 
invariably so when a general election has just 


taken place, but upon this occasion the re- 


election of every man who accepts a position 
in Glaastone’s Home Rule Cabinet is to be 
stoutly opposed. 

Preparations for these ungracious conflicts 
are being actively made, esbecially in New- 
castle, where John Morley is to be opposed by 
a labor candidate as well as a Tory. Keir 
Hardfe, 4 young labor leader who has just 
been made a member of Parliament for 
Westham by Liberal votes, has ungratefully 
gone down to New Castle to take charge of 
the campaign against Morley, much to the 
delight of the Tories, who hail the incident as 
a timely proof of theinstabiiity of Gladstone’s 
majority. Fortunately, however, there ig not 
another labor member who would act 
as Hardie is now acting. They all owe 
their seats to Liberal apart from labor votes, 
and every one of them except Hardie has 
sense enough to grasp the significance of that 
fact. Hardie, being young and vain, will not 
probably realize it until he has alienated the 
bulk of his constituents and finds himself out 
in the cold after the next election. 

Even Gladstone Will Be Opposed. 

The probabilities are thateven Mr. Glad- 
stone will not be spared the ordeal of another 
election, for it is authoritatively announced 
today that, emboldened by their success in re- 
ducing the grand old man’s majority in Mid- 
lothian, 'the Conservatives and Liberal-Un- 
ionists have commenced an energetic canvass 
of the constituency with a view, if 
thought advisable, of contesting the 
seat in the event of Mr. Gladstone 
accepting office as Prime Minister.“ The 
proposed attack will certainly fail, but the 
fact that such action should be seriously con- 
sidered is oneof the many signs of the exas- 
peration of the Tories at being defeated. 

Col. Kenyon Slaney, an aristocratic Mem- 
ber of Parliament, yesterday publicly de- 
nounced Mr. Gladstone as that great polit- 
ical adventurer of whom nothing was more 
clear than that those who knew him best 
trusted him least, and Tory speeches and 


Tory newspapers almost teem with similar 


abuse, showmg that orators and writers have 
been severely hit. 

For many reasons, however, Mr. Gladstone 
has been the best abused man in the United 
Kingdom and has learned to pursue his way 
heedless of the snapping and snarling of in- 
significant enemies. He loves to fight well 
enough when the foes are worthy of his steel, 
and he will have plenty of it in the coming 
‘Parliament; “ + 
„An idea has taken hold of the Tory mind 
that the Grand Old Man may be worried into 
‘retiring from public life, and the task will be 
undertaken by Balfour, Goschen, and Cham. 
berlain, assisted, in all probability, by Lord 
Randolph Churchill, who is about to reap- 
pear on the parliamentary stage in the char- 
acter of the friend of the distressed party. 
The result of the general election has con- 

verted the powerful Daily Chronicle, which 
‘henceforth will give “an independent sup- 
port to Gladstone’s policy. ~ 
Royalty Placed on the Register. 

It has transpired that Frince Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein, one of the numerous Ger- 
man hangers-on of the royal’ family and who 
is kept from the poorhouse by the generosity 
of the British taxpayer, was in some manner 
yet to be explained placed on the electoral 
register for East Berkshire and recorded his 
vote for the Tory candidate. Something more 
is likely to be heard of this matter in the new 
Parliament. Meanwhile the Radical feeling 
about it is indicated by the Lon- 
don Star, which remarks today: Roy- 
alty supported by the House of Com- 
mons should not be allowed to vote 
at ali. They will only vote for men who will 
keep up their pensions. We disfranchise a 
man who has received a little outdoor relief 
from the people or a little medical aid, but a 
royal pauper who draws thousands a year 1s 
allowed to vote. 

In accordance with royal proclamation, the 
Peers of Scotland met Thursday in the ancient 
palace of Holyrood, near Edinburg, for the 
purpose of choosing sixteen of their number 
to sit and vote in the new Parliament as 
representative Peers of Scotland. What is 
described as the usual protest was lodged 
against the Earl of Kellie voting as the Earl 
of Mar, but the Duke of Montrose, who pre- 
sided, refused to accept it, although it was 
indorsed by the Duke of Sutherland, the Earls 
of Strathmore, Stair, and Galloway, and Lord 
Sempill. 

The Earl of Mar and Kellie was trebly foct- 
unate Thursday, because not only did the 
Peers refuse to abet the Earl of Mar's re. 
newed attempt to rob him of half his title, but 
they elected him a representative Peer at the 
moment he was being married m London to a 
sister of the Earl of Shaftesbury. The 
squabble about this title, which is 
to be renewed in the House of 
Lords next month, has called public atten- 
tion to, the anomalous position of numerous 
Scotch Feers who do not also hold English 
titles giving them the right to sit in the House 
of Lords. Scottish representative Peers have 
to undergo reélection at the beginning of 
every Parliament, and no Scottish Peer can 
sit in the House of Commons, but Irish repre- 
sentative Peers are elected for life, and those 
not so elected may sit in the House of Com- 
mons if they can find constituencies to elect 
them. The law so rarely gives the advantage 
to freland that this instance is worth noting. 


GLADSTONE’S TERM WILL BE BRIEF. 


His Party Made Up of Many Sections Jeal- 
ous of Each Other. 
PECIAL CABLE.) 

Lowpon, July 16.— We now know that Mr. 
Gladstone will have another term of office, 
though certainly not a long one. His party is 
made up of many sections, the most of which 
are jealous of each other. They are by no 
means unanimous even in their love of Mr. 
Gladstone. The Labor party, in fact, looks 
upon him with extreme dislike, and the anti- 
Parnellites are still more bitter. Then there will 
be people to reckon with who will be disap- 
pointed with the distribution of offices. Remem- 
ber, also, that the majority will be composed 
largely of Irish members, and that it impossi- 
ble to keep them in close attendance at West- 
minster, especially now that the funds run 
low. It is pretty certain then that Mr. Glad- 
stone’s administration will have a short life 

‘particularly merry one. 
2 od determination of Lord 
Salisbury is not to 
ment together early 
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debate upon it, but Gladstonians will move 
an amendment designed to turn out the gov- 
ernment. All this will occupy nearly three 
weeks. | 

Many Conservatives do not see why they 
should be kept in London for the sake of 
fighting a hopeless battle, but the object 1s to 
get Mr. Gladstone committed to some definite 
statement about his Irish policy. Some of 
his own followers will want to know what 
he means to do, and the  anti-Par- 
nellites, though few in number, will 
make it warm for him. If Lord Salis- 
bury were to resign without summoning 
Parliament, Mr. Gladstone could practically 
avoid meeting the new House till next Feb- 
ruary and thus gain nearly seven months for 
drilling his forces and shaping his course. 
First ot all, however, he must go to Midlothian 
as soon as he is appointed Prime Minister, 
to get elected again, and as his majority was 
so terribly cut down the other day, this is not 
a pleasant ordeal to face. This same remark 
applies to Mr. Morley, who may possibly be 
beaten on a new election. 

Thus the troubles of the Gladstonians have 
already begun. Mureover, I am assured on 
good authority the revered leader has 
sufiered not a little from his exertions during 
the late contest, and that his health is any- 
thing but satisfactory. A contested election 
is bound to find out a man’s weak points, es- 
pecially when he is in his 83d year. . 

After all, the Unionists are not disposed to 
take a gloomy view of theif position. Mr. 
Chamberlain is full of fight; and the opposi- 
tion generally will be extremely formidable 
and ever on the watch for a chance of striking 
home. They have lost some good men, but 
Mr. Chamberlain’s followers seem likely to 
muster about forty, and these with the Con- 
servatives will lead the Gladstonians a pretty 
dance, 

That Mr. Gladstone is thinking of postpon- 
ing the Home Rule question altogether, is 
highly probable, and if the Parnellites will 
only consent to that course, the old man will 
most joyfully adopt it. By way of a sop he 
will begin by repealing Mr; Balfour’s coercion 
act, so that the Irish National League may 
once more become powerful in Ireland. With 
this concession the Irish party might possibly 
consent to allow him a year of grace before 
tackling the Home Rule problem. 

Where the Conservatives have been beaten 
the worst is in the rural districts. Now for 
these electors the gift of free education was 


expressly provided, although it was against 


Conservative principles. What has the party 
gained by it? Nothing. If they had stuck to 
the old line they might have fared better. 
Even Lord Salisbury’s son was turned out of 
the county division and Mr. Balfour himself 
only scraped his way in by a small majority. 
The entire election has been disappointing all 
around except to Mr. Chamberlain, whose 
personal position is stronger than ever.

When the result of the election in the For- 
est of Dean division was announced the sup- 
porters of Sir Charles Dilke wanted to place 
him in the chair and carry him in triumph to 
his hotel. Sir Charles, refused to allow this, 
however, and an enthusiastic crowd escorted 
him to the hotel. Sir Charles’ wife, her face 
beaming with smiles, met him on the steps, 
from which Sir Charles delivered an address, 
thanking his supporters. 

The Times says that after the excommunica- 
tion of Mr. Parnell, it will be itnpossible for 
Sir Charles Dilke to return to official life. 
The country will not tolerate his admission to 
the Cabinet and his ambition will be thus 
barred. He will bea formidable and not too 
favorable critic of the ministry, none of whuse 
mem bers in the House of Commons are likely 
to compare with him in knowledge of foreign 
and colonial policy.

ANNIVERSARY OF A GREAT BATTLE. 


How Austria Was Obliged to Relax Its 
Grasp Twenty-six Years Ago. 

Pracuz, July 16.—This is the twenty-sixth 
anniversary of the battle of Sadowa, the day 
when old Austria, holding under its rule the 
Kingdoms of Hungary and Bohemia and the 
hereditary dukedoms of the Hapsburgs, was 
forced to relax its grasp of reckless absolut- 
ism. Independent Hungary and the great 
united Germany rose from that battlefield, 
and the leading statesmen of both 
these empires m*naged things 80 
well that even what was left of 
old Austria has been made subservient to 
the political and economical interest of their 
countries. As yet it was only the resistance 
of the Czech nation that prevented Austria 
from becoming a mere dependency of Prus- 
sia in the same sense as Bavaria and other 
German countries have been made provinces 
of the empire, and nothing but the political 
revival of the old United Kingdom of Bohemia 
within the boundaries of Austria can avert 
similar danger in tune to come. Some years 
ago the Emperor promised the Diet of Bo- 
hemia to confirm and renew all the powers, 
rights, and titles of the kingdom, to allow 
himself to be crowned in Prague in the same 
manner as he has been crowned in Pesth. 

Such promises, although duly forgotten in 
Vienna, remained deeply rooted in the mind 
of the Czech nation, and on his late visit to 
Moravia the Emperor was reminded of them 
by a simple peasant who, having been ad- 
dressed by the monarch, manfully spoke out 
his mind, saying: Site, weshall be happy 
under your rule if you will become our 
crowned King.“ The Emperor turned away 
without a word. 

Here, too, in the capital of Moravia, and 
under the eyes of the Emperor the royal 
colors and einblems of the Kingdom of Bo- 
hemia have been torn down by tne police. 
Stgange to say, even this insult they bore 
silently in high quarters, though it was a 
direct attack on the rightful title of the 
King himself, a title by which laws 
are still promulgated, treaties made, 
But to hurt the feelings 
of millions of faithful subjects is counted less 
than to provoke a frown in Berlin. 

Great apprehension is felt here as to the im- 
pending change in the Austrian standard 
coins. The gold crown is to replace the silver 
florin, and great things are expected from it 
to the benefit of Austria’s future position in 
commercial, financial, and economic quarters.

The Arionives had only seven 
full days in Germany, In that time they 
have grown famous, and won for themselves a 
place in the front rauk of the world’s singers.

BERNHARDT HAS POOR SUCCESS. 


POLITICS STAGNANT IN BERLIN. 


Everybody Sick of Current Questions and 
All Are Fleeing to the Woods, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.! 

Beri, July 16.—Polities has been virt- 
ually stagnant in Berlin since the departure 
of the Emperor. Every one is sick of the 
Bismarck controversy. Capfivi has become a 
bore and people are fleeing from the over- 
heated streets to the woods, lakes, and sea. 

For various reasons both the Jews and their 
foes are excited over the acquittal of Buschoff. 
The Jews are elated over the defeat of what 
they consider an infamous plot to vilify their 
race. Anti-Semitics maintain the authorities 
and witnesses for the defense were 
bribed: and threaten prosecution. Several 
Deputies intend to call attention to the case in 
the Diet. A keen observer who watched the 
proceedings at Cleves told me today he had 
convinced himself money had been lavished 
by Jews to save the prisoner. Anti-Semitics 
are also charged with corruption. 

Despite the stories set afloat in Paris, Gen. 
Schweinitz has not been recalled from St. 
Petersburg. Count Schouvaloff is still the 
Russian Ambassador at Berlin, and, thanks to 
the protection of the Empress Frederick, 
Count Reuss stays at Vienna. For the pres- 
ent, though, his position seems somewhat 
shaky. 

Talking of diplomatists, I may mention 
that Gen. Lauza, whose appointment as Italian 
Ambassador to Berlin 1 foreshadowed three 
weeks ago, was picked out by the Emperor 
himself. Count Radowitz is not in disgrace, 
as the French papers insinuate. On the con- 
trary, he is in high favor, and when Count 
Munster vacates the Paris Embassy he may 
succeed him. | 

Another foolish tale published in the Gaulois 
has been nailed this week. There is, of 
course, no truth in that Gaulois yarn about an 
assault on some French at the Café Knecke- 
bein in the Methusalemerstrasse. No such 
street as Methüsaletmerstrasse exists here; 
nor is there any Café Kneckebein.”’ The 
story was built upon an affair which occurred 
long sinve in Hamburg.

W. W. ASTOR ABLE TO TAKE EXERCISE 


A Severe Cold, Followed by Pleurisy, the 
Cause of His Illness, 
(SPECIAL CABLE. ' 

Loxpox, July 16.—William Waldorf Astor 
was able to take carriage exercise today. It 
has transpired that the real cause of the 
trouble, which set the painful rumor into cir- 
culation, was a slight attack of pleurisy which 
followed upon a severe cold. The Astor fam- 
ily believe that they have been the victims of 
a cruel conspiracy and their legal advisers are 
in correspondence with the postoffice and the 
cable companies with a view to discover the 
man who it 1s believed sent a forged cable- 
gram announcing the death to New York. 
Mr. Astor has bought the famous Henrietta 
Mansion in Carlton House Terrace by private 
treaty. The price paid has not been pub- 
lished.

Gen. Comstock, heedless of the cholera 
scare, has gone to Paris. A good many 
Americans, however, have canceled their 
Parisian engagements and have gone to East- 
bourne and other English watermg places 
instead. 

The Board of Trade inquiry into the loss of 
the City ot Chicago will open in St. George's 
Hall, Liverpool, Monday and will probably 
last two days. 

Capt. Lugard’s tardy dispatches explaining 
his share in the fightingin Uganda have come 
to hand, and they do not afford pleasant read- 
ing to Christian lovers of peace. The story 
told is one of deceit and bloodshedding be- 
tween Roman Catholies, Protestants, and 
heathens, and the last named appear to have 
come out of it with the least discredit. 
Lugard, of course, places the blame upon 
the Catholics, but it is certainly a case of 
six of one and a half-dozen of the other. 
The Imperial British South Africa company, 
which is composed of shoddy philanthropists 
and sharp capitalists, wants the British Gov- 
ernment to come to the rescue of Capt. Lu- 
gard on the old ground that if the company’s 
forces be withdrawn Ugania will relapse 
into barbarism, but the native Protestants 
and Catholics appear to be remarkably mus- 
cular Christians well able to take care of 
themselves against the heathens; and the peo- 
ple of Uganda generally, if they could be 
polled on the question, would as likely as not 
vote in favor of barbarism rather than civil- 
ization and Christianity plus machire 
guns and breech-loading rifles. 

The fact 1s that the East Africa company, 
having by its charter been given vast tracts of 
country in Africa, is anxious to develop its 
possessions at the expense of somebody else, 
preterably of the British Government, Had 
the Tories remained in power the company 
might have succeeded, for it has already se- 
cured from the British Treasury a subsidy for 
the survey of a railway from the coast to the 
interior; but there will soon be a Liberal 
Prime Minister in Downing street who is not 
likely to be hoodwinked like his predecessor. 
The Liberal position is perfectly pldin and 
straightforward. Either the East Africa com- 
pany must do its work without government 
assistance or it must admit its incompetence 
and hand over its territories to the Imperial 
Government.

A Catholic Summer School on the Chau- 
tauqua Plan.

And as this control in wheat 
represents more than two-thirds of the pro- 
duction, and in corn nmeteen-twentieths, and 
in other cereals and hog products a like pro- 
portion, it is obvious that such a result would 
be against the entire producing interests of 
this country. 

It was also curious to note that when the 
bill was introduced no mention was made of 
selling futures in flour, 80 that these same 
syndicates would have had the opportunity of 
buying wheat at their own price and of man- 
ipulatmg the futures in flour, Since the bill 
first came up in the House on June 7 the de- 
cline in prices in wheat, corn, oats, and cot- 
ton, which would be most affected by the bill, 
has been equal to $160,000,000 on the crops 
about to be harvested. Part of this enormous 
decline has been due to other causes than the 
Anti-Option bill, but it is a fact that every 
time the bill has come up for discussion there 
has been a temporary panie in the markets, 
and a good part of this decline has not been 
recovered.

He Declares That It Is @ Disgrace for Any 
Attorney to Allow His Name to Lend 
Sanction to an Action Looking Simply 
to Vilifying Honest Peopie—Warm 
Words of Denunciation Uttered—The 
Case Probably Not Yet Ended—Notes 
and the Record, } . 

Judge Tuley may make it warm for Her- 
man Jacobson, an attorney on the West Side, 
for filing a hbelous bill against the firm of 
Dahms & Longworthy. About a week ago 
Jacobson sought an injunction to restrain 
Dahms & Longworthv from criminally pros- 
ecuting him. He alleged in his complaint that 
the firm was assisting the Canal street gang 
in prosecuting him on alleged criminal 
charges, without foundation, for the purpose 
of blackmail. When Judge Tuley heard the 
application he said the idea to prevent a pros- 
ecution for a criminal offense was _ ridiculous, 
and he denied an injunction, holding that if 
Jacobson was falsely arrested he could sue at 
law. The bill contained the names of A. T. 
Powers, John H. Humphreys, M. D. "Brown, 
S. S. Fallers, and John Rooney as sulicitors for 
vomplainant, 

Yesterday counsel for Dahms and Long- 
worthy appeared be‘ore the courts with an 
affidavit from M. D. Brown, in which he says 
he never signed the bill as solicitor, never 
gave his consent, and knew nothing about it. 
Upon 4 motion to strike the bill from the 
files Judge Tuley said: 

In. the whole course of my long experience on 
the bench this is the first time any party to my 
knowledge has attempted to use the court as a 
means of vilifying and maliguing solicitors. J 
was surprised any solicitor of this court would 
lend his name for any such purpose. The per- 
sons attacked are Dahms & Longworthy. They 
have often been before this court and I think it 
proper to say that on no question have I ever 
known them to he guilty in any way of any un 
professional conduct. I cannot thind for one mo- 
ment that any reputable solicitor of this court 
would allow his name to attached to such a 
bill. Any bill that comes indorsed by any repu- 
table solicitor must receive the attention of the 
court ; that is, must receive attention so far that 
the court must take notice of it. But 1 know of 
no rule which requires the court to allow any 
man, or several men, to conspire together to ruin 
the reputation of the afficers of this court or 
practicing solicitors init, and this bill is nothing 
else but an attempt of t wind. 

The order will be that the bill shall be stricken 
from the files as containing scandalous and libelous 
matter, anworthy to be spread upon the records 
of this court: This is an offense that ought to be 
punished, butif after talking the matter over, 
gentlemen, you think that, in consideration uf the 
injury that may be done to young solicitors by a 
matter of this kind, they ought not to be pushed 
further, you will so act. .

Cause of the Wet Weather. 

CatcaGo, July 16.—{Editor of The Tribune. 
It seems to me that the recent wet weather in 
Chicago was probably caused by increased moist- 
ure and increased radiation in the local atmos- 
phere, due to the general iutroduction of amoke 
consuming devices. More vapor of water and 
less soot have been evolved in the products of 
combustion. This would naturally allow the sun 
more action upon the surface of the ground and 
the lake, thus increas ne still more by evapora- 
tion the amount of moisture in the atmosphere. 

Formerly the clouds which hovered over 
the city contained more soot and 
less moisture, thus acting as a 
reflector to prevent rapid radiation of heat ard 
consequent precipitation of moisture. ow, the 
atmosphere being more thoroughly saturated 
with moisture, as soon as the sun is obscured a 
rapid radiation of heat takes place, cooling the 
lower strata of the atmosphere and causing a 
more or less sudden precipitation of moisture in 
the form of rain or dew. In line with this argu- 
ment is the well-known fact that dew is formed 
op clear nights rather than on cloudy nights.

The match was a hard fought one and much 
closer than the score indicates. Ryerson 
played the game that carried him through the 
tournament without the loss of a set. But 
Chase showed the West a bit of Eastern ten- 
nis, and a great many who saw the match 
say that his game would take him a long way 
toward winning the Newport tournament. 

Mr. Chase is short, wiry, quick, and 
muscular. Constant playing in the sun 
has made him brown as a berry. 
For the last two years of his collegiate 
course he was champion of Harvard. Among 
notable victories which has won are the 
double tournament last year at Narragan- 
sett Pier, when he played with Champion 
Campbell for a partner, and the Western 
tournament last year at Kenwood, where he 
won the singles, and, in company with Mr. 
Ryerson, the doubles also. 

Mr. Ryerson is also ashort and muscular 
‘man, and while he lacks some of the strength 
of Chase he surpasses him in agility. 
He is always to be found in the front rank of 
tennis players in the West. 

After e match was done an exhibition 
game was played between Carver and Ryer- 
son and Chase and Shaw.

The only other match of the day was that 
between Mundy and Beach in the final round 
for consolation ‘singles.

The Trophies Won. 

The prizes were worth all the hard work and 
worry that were expendéd to win them. Two 
large silver cups were the trophies that went 
to Carver and Ryerson for winning the West- 
ern championship in doubles: e other 
prize. which Mr. Ryerson may all his own, 
is a larger and more elaborate silver cup, by 
far the handsomest trophy offered. This he 
won by finishing first in the singles of the 
tournament. Cole and Paddock will take 
home to Detroit three smaller silver cups, 
representing secoud place in both doubles and 
singles, while Gardner, Wrenn, and Mundy 
all have silver paper knives to Console thém- 
selves with for having been defeated in 
the first round of the tournament. But 
the most coveted trophy of them all 
is the large silver cup that Samuel T. Chase 
has held for the last year and will hold till tne 
next Western championship match. If he is 
fortunate enough to again win it next year it 
will be his permanently, for the National 
Lawn Tennis Association offers it to the man 
who wins it three times in suecession. 

Exclusive of the Western championship 
cup in singies the prizes are said to be valued 
at $500. 

Nothing has occurred to injure the success 
or detrac! from the pleasure of the tourna- 
ment. The managers arranged it so that at 
least one good match was played each 
day, so that the onlookers were kept interested 
up to the last minute. If now the winners of 
the tournament succeed in wresting the na- 
tional ch mpionship from the Eastern players 
at Newport the tournament will be long re- 
membered as a success in every particular.

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KILLED FOR 


THE MERCILESS THUGS OF INDIA 
-AND THEIR STRANGE WAYS. 


Murder Formerly Practiced as a Fine Art 
in the Orient—How They Pursued Kinn- 
ing as a Sort of Religious Amusement— 
Many of Them Belonged to the Most 
Respectable Classes Murder Traps for 
Travelers—The Hichly Elaborate Hells 
of the Hindoos. | | | 

„Murder has ceased only recently to be a 
recognized profession in Iudia, said an 
oriental traveler to a Washington Star writer: 
„A few years ago those who practiced the 
business were divided into three classes, most 
important of whieh was that of the thugs. 
They originated about 200 years ago, and were 
extremely numerous at the time when the 
British firat gained a foothold in that coun- 
try. Some notion may be got of the scale on 
which they worked from the fact that 
oue of them, captured a few years 
ago, confessed to having taken part 
in 981 deliberate killings of human 
beings. They traveled in gangs, and inasmuch 
as the native governments took no pains to 
put them down, their vocation prospered. 
Each miner organization in their association, 
containing often 100 men, abstained from the 
practice of its industry in its own immediate 
neighborhood, which was none the less ex- 
posed to occasional visits from other bands, 
so that the slaughter went on continually 
everywhere, (ne official of the East India 
company, who was for three years in charge 
of a district cn the Nerbudda River, testified 
in his reports that during that | period nearly 
100 people were murdered within less than a 
quarter of a mile of his own residence. 

It would be incorrect to imagine that the 
thugs were mere brutal criminals with an ap- 
petite for blood, On the contrary, many of 
them belonged to the most intelligent and re- 
spectable classes. They loved their profession, 
regarded the killing of people as legitimate 
sport, and even considered themselves emis- 
saries of a divinity, so that they were never 
troubled with pangs of consciente on account 
of their deeds. ‘hey were organized as a regu- 
lar army, rismmg through various grades ac- 
eording to merit. The lowest rank was com- 
posed of ‘ seouts,’ the second of ‘ sextons,’ the 
third of men ese duty it was to hold the 
hands of the victims while the latter were 
choked to death by the stranglers, who formed 
the fourth and highest rank. They worshiped 
the pickax, which was symbolical of their pro- 
fession, and an oath sworn on it was never 
In the District of Oude alone, which 
1s 170 miles long by 100 miles broad, there 
were 274 regular stations maintained for oom. 
nitting murder. 

Various ‘“‘ethods of Murder. 


Fifty years ago the Ganges hiyer between 
Benares and Calcutta was iufeste® during five 
months of every year by no less than 250 boats, 
which made a pretense of transporting re- 
ligieus pilgrims. When passengets had been 
taken aboard, at a given signal the crew 
rushed upon them, strangled them or broke 
their backs, and threw them into the stream, 
where floating corpses are too numerous at 
all times of the year to excite any remark, 
such being to this day the ordinary method 
of disposing of the dead adopted 
by por poopie who cannot afford 
to bury them. ther plans practiced were to 
inveigle travelers to the murder stations or to 
capture them in darkness on the roads, the 
nighttime being commonly chosen in India 
for making journeys on account of the heat of 
the day. Owing to the extraordinary notions 
of fate held by the natives of the Urient, this 
wholesale dest ruction of human life aecasioned 
If a person died it was 
the will of the deity, and so therq could be 
no use stirring up an investigation of the 
matter, 

The motive of the thugs in their business 
of slaughter was twofold. It was a highly 
stimulating sport to them, with a certain 
amount of religious sentiment in it, and it was 
productive of gain in the shape of plunder. In 
one instance on record the killing of six per- 
sons yielded $40,000. Because the thugs con- 
fined their attention to the native people, who 
made no complaint, a long time passed before 
the British dithorities took any active measures 
for putting down the evil; but, when the work 
of suppressing it was once begun, it was 
carried on with such activity and effectiveness 
that the gangs were soon wiped out. Of one 
society that included 600 assassizis all save 
seventy were captured in ten years. Between 
1826 and 1835 1,562 thugs were arrested, of 
whom 382 were hanged and 909 were trans- 
ported. A part of the code of Thuggee was 
never to practice unnecessary cruelty, nor in 
any case to rob a victim before killing him. 
Infants were always spared and were tramed 
to the profession. The murder of women was 
not countenanced, though certain gangs 
adopted the practice. Most commoaly a thug 
would engage an unwary traveler in conversa- 
tior, when the superior strangler would throw 
his own linen girdle around the unfortunate's 
neck _ choke him to death by pressing the 
knucklés against his spine. 

Besides the thugs, there were in India the 
* poisoners’ and the * robbers.’ The former 
ail bel: nged t one caste of dealers in toddy. 
They went singly or in gangs, haunting the 
stopping places of travelers, where they would 
take advantage of any rr“ to drop a 
small quantity of 2 ed datum seeds 
into the wayfarer’s food. Then they would 
rob him and leave him to take his chance of 
recovering from the dangerous effects of the 
narcotic. The ‘ robbers’ likewise went about 
in gangs, stealing wherever and whatever they 
could, and improving such chances for incen- 
diarism as fell in their way. They were orig- 
inally all high class Rajpoots, who, on being 
conquered by the Mohammedans, vowed to 
revenge themselves upon mankind. 


Inere se of the People. 


From the facts which I have mentioned 
you can well conceive that human life in Io- 
dia was not valued very highly up to the time 
of British domination, In fact, the history 
of the country is filled with wholesale trage- 
dies in the shape of massacres, pestilences, 
and so forth. Some Princes were so fond of 
killing that they would go hunting for their 
own subjects in intervals of leisure, 
destr yng them by wholesale simply 
for amusement. In one respect the 
doing away with these causes of death has 
worked unfortunately, inasmuch as it has re- 
sulted in an increase of the people beyond the 
power of tne country to sustain them. The 
population of Bengal bas actually trebled in 
the last century. Inasmuch as very early mar- 
riage is a religious obligation binding on every 
Hindoo, quite irrespective of means for sup- 
porting a family, the misfortune goes on pro- 
gressively. It is reckoned that, taking the 
whole of British India, 40,000,000 people go 
through life cuntinually hungry. not being 
able possibly to procure two full meals daily. 

Among the practices which the British 
have tried hard to do away with is that of 
cannibalism, which is indulged in to this day 
by some jungle tribes. One of them, the 
Kookes, living like monkeys in huts built in 
the tops of trees in forests 150 miles from 
Calcutta, was until recently notorious for an- 
throporhegy. But the most harrible buman 
sacrifices were offered by the Knonds of (rissa 
to their earth goddess for the purpose of secur- 
ing good harvests. They bought their victims 
from professional kidnapers, who ‘captured 
them whenever they could, Each village kept its 
stock of victims always on hand, the latter 
being well fed and revereneed as sacred until 
the tine for sacrifice arrives, when they were 
cut into small pieces with knives, great care 
being taken to avoid killing each uofortunate 
for as long as possible. ‘The pieces of flesh 
were buried in the soil, and this until recent- 
ly was the only fertilizing method known to 
the Khonds. The number of persons thus 
sacrificed eve | be imagined from the fact that 
1,700 inten victims were rescued by the 
British within twenty years. 

Hindo Relief in the Next Werid.

WHERE DEAD PRESIDENTS SLEEP. 


Great Men Whe Impressed Their Own 

Character on the Office They Held. 

F. B. Sanborn m the Boston Advertiser: I 
have today visited, as every American who 
travels this way should visit, the grave of 
Lincoln in the lovely Oak Ridge Cemetery 
at Springfield; where also his wife and two 
of his son, and his eldest grandson are buried. 
The monument above these graves is a heavy 
and imposing pieee of work, durable and 
costly, but not specially beautiful or appro- 
2 No President of the United States 

us such a mausvleum, though the burial 
— of Washington, beside that magnificent 

otomac River, and amidst the trees planted 
by himself at Mount Vernon, is more in keep- 
ne ee his reserved and lofty nature. 

f the early Presidents this is the. burial 
story: Washington was buried at Mount Ver- 
not, 16 miles from the City of Washington 
John Adams, beneath the portico of the Uni- 
tarian church in Quincy, Mus, In the church 
stands a memorial slab in his honor, but the 
body lies in a vault almost directly under the 
entrance. Thomas Jefferson was buried in 
the family cemetery at Monticello; James 
Madison in the family ground at Montpelier, 
Orange County, V., and James Monroe in 
a cemetery between Secoad and Third streets, 
New York City, where he died at the house of 
his son-ir-law. It would be well for Virginia 
to remuve the remains of these two friends of 
Jefferson to his own lofty »burial place uear 
Charlottesville, and there erect a suitable 
monument for the first three Democratic 
Presidents. Near John Adams is buried his 
son, John Quincy, the second President of 
that name. 

The tirst Western President, and a typical 
Western man, Andrew Jackson, the Tennessee 
planter, is buried on his own estate, the Her- 
mitage, eleven miles from Nashville, a domed 
— covering his grave. Martin Van Buren, 
his successor, lies in the Reformed Church 
Cemetery of Kinderhook, N. Y.; and William 
Henry Harrison, first interred at Washington, 
was removed to North Bend, O., where his 
vault was until recently much lected. 
John Tyler was interred in Hollywood Ceme- 
tery, Richmond, Va., and no monument or 
stone has been erected over his grave. James 
K. Polk lies at the corner of Vine and Union 
streets in Nashville, Tenn., acostly monument 
under a canopy marking the spot, which now, 
like Monroe’s grave at New York, is in the 
midst of the city. it would be well to remove 
these remains to Jackson’s Hermitage, which 
is now public property, for Polk was Jackson's 
discip 

As we all know, the remains of Grant lie ina 
vault at Riverside Park, New York, near the 
Hudson; those of Garfield in Lake View Cem- 
etery at Cleveland—places appropriate and 
commanding—and over both suitable monu- 
ments have been or will be placed. The leas 
conspicuous Presidents attract less notice to 
their graves. Gen. Taylor was first interred 
at the Congressional Cemetery at Washington 
and thence removed to Taylor Cemetery, near 
Louisville, Ky., while Millard Fillmore was 
buried at the Forest Lawn Cemetery, in Buf- 
fale, N. V., and Franklin Pierce in Minot 
Cemetery at Concord, N. H. dames Buchanan 
lies in Woodward Hill Cemetery. Lancaster, 
Pa. Andrew Johnson was buried in a pri- 
vate inclosure at the top of a hill near Green- 
ville, Tenn., where he lived before and after a 
national misfortune made him President. 

In a country so vast as ours there can be no 
one or two or ten cemeteries for our great 
men; and it is well to have them buried in 
different localities, where the grave of each 
may become a place of pilgrimage to those 
who remember their merits and forget their 
faults. Im the order of true greatness they 
willberhaps stand thus hereafter—if we may 
ee by so short an fnterva} what the final 
ve 


ict of time will be: Washington first and 
a long way the foremost, for reasons which 
all recognize; Linvolf next, as the second 
founder of the republic, and the eman >ipator of 
a servile race; Jefferson third, as the political 
soothsayer of the eighteenth century, and the 
founder of a permanent party in this republic; 
Jackson fourth, as the rough embodiment of 
forces called into action by Jefferson; then 
Madison, the two Adamses, Grant, Cleveland, 
and the forcible men of the third and fourth 
rank; and finally the able, but inconsiderable 
men who have held the high position without 
adding. much to its authority or their own 
reputation. 

‘or good or for bad, the four Presidents 
first named, and half a dozen of those who 
followed them, impressed their own character 
on the office they held and themselves derived 
additional glory from holdingit, This was 
true even of Jefferson, whose administration 
ended feebly, of Madison, who began with 
misfortune but ended well, and of Jackson, 
with all his conspicuous faults. It was emi- 
nently true of Liuegln, who, in his short 
reign of four years—for it was as much a 
reign as that of any monarvh—rose faster and 
more permanently to fame than any prede- 
cessor save Washington. The swilt-moving 
events ot civil war make his administration 
seem thrice as long as it was. 

The memoriais of Lincoln suspended in the 
room below his monument testify wondrously 
to the mark he had made on his age, in these 
four years of war and emancipation. Some- 
thing of this was the effect of his great office; 
but much the most of it sprang from his own 
original and superior charactter—a character 
in its way as remarkable as that of Cromwell, 
but recognized as beneficent far earlier and 
more generally than Cromwell’s. I noticed 
in Sicilian cities and several of those in the 
Italian Peninsula that one of the chief streets 
wus often named for our Lincoln, and today I 
f und a fragment of the old Roman wall of 
Servius Tullius inscribed with Latin in the 
mausoleuin of Lincoln.

PHIL TAYLOR, EX-ROBBER, TELLS 
THE STORY OF HIS KEFURM. 


He Stole $15,000; Invested Tt and Gave 
Back $30,000—Gambling Brought Him 
to His Ruin—He Is Now in Saratoga, 
and Contemplates Going to Burope— 
The Man Robbed, After Receiving Twice 
the Amount He Lost, Prayed and Made 
the Thief Shed Bitter Tears. 


Saratoga Letter in the New York World: Al- 
most a quarter of a century ago a so-called 
desperado, one of whose many aliases was 
Phil Taylor, but who managed to conceal his 
real name, was suspected of having brutally 
assaulted and robbed a passenger on the 
steamer Phil Sheridan on the Upper Missis- 
sippi River. The assaulted man said he was 
robbed of over $15,000 in valuables and 
money. The crime was committed just as the 
steamer was makinga landing at the levee at 
McGregor in Northern Iowa. Two or three 
shots were fired at Taylor, who managed to 
eseape over the lofty bluffs that wall the 
town. All efforts to capture him proved un- 
successful, notwithstanding that imagi- 
nary trails were followed by detectives for 
some time. Early Wednesday evening of 
this week a former Western .nsan—a journalist 
recognized Taylor seated on the Grand 
Union Hotel piazza. A quarter of a century 
had greatly changed his appearance, He had 
passed the sixtieth milestone of life's road- 
way, had become somewhat rotund, and the 
frost of years had whitened his iocks. 

“How are you, Phil Taylor?” said the 
journalist, approaching him and extending 
his hand. | 

„My name is not Taylor,” replied the 
elaerly individual, who was considerably em- 
barrassed and whose face assumed an ashen 


hue, 

Confident that he had made no mistake the 
newspaper-man said: “What did you do with 
that $15,000 of plunder that you got from that 
Chicago passenger on the Phil Sheridan? 
Perhaps you do not remember me, but I have 
a vivid recollection of seeing you before, and 
perhaps—did you ever see me before?” 

Taylor looked his interrogator squarely in 
the face and shook his head in the negative. 
The newspaper man then coolly and calmly 
observed: “I don’t r you know me, 
but you are Phil Taylor all the same. And, 
by the way, did you ever know what became 
of the gang that shot City Marshal Hawley 
at Beloit, Southern Wisconsin, along about 
that time? 

The stranger became uneasy, but made no 
reply.

Women are 
great patrons of the barber, for the Brahmin- 
ical law is very explicit on this score and pro- 
vides that women must keep their heads 
shaved. This rule is most rigidly enforced, 
and the unfortunate widow has to make her- 
self as ugly as possible, and gracefully sub- 
mits to an operation which deprives her of her 
greatest ornament, for Brahmin women have 
splendid heads of hair, and their coiffure sets 
it off to exceptional advantage. It is put up 
in a coil. The rich partially cover their nome 
knot with a thin platter of beaten gold, whi 
the poor entwine in it the gorgeous flowers of 
the marigold. 7 

The real reason of the Brahmin disliking 
hair about the face is because they declare it 
to be unclean, and therefore keep the mouth 
always shaven. I have seen several young 
Brahmins wear a thin streak of hair down 
the side of the face, abruptly ending at the 
lobe of the ear, and [ at first imagined the 
ugly fashion was copied from an Englishman, 
but was assured that this whisker was worn 
long before the English penetrated into the 
couutry. If that is the case the fashion is 
probably older than the Christian era, and 
the short, hideous English whiskers then can- 
not even lay claim to the merit of originality. 

The Mohammedans are averse to beards, 
though some permit the hair to grow luxuri- 
antly, and then part it in the middle, and tie 
the longs ends behind the ears. Soldiers, es- 
pecially the troopers of the Bengal Cavalry, 
contrary to other British horsemen, are per- 
mitted to wear their beards, so as not to in- 
fringe upon any of their national customs by 
ordering clean faces. These cavalrymen can 
compare with any in the world. They, how- 
ever, part their beards and paint the ends a 
bright red, which they also tie around their 


ears. 

Long beards are despised by the Moham- 
medans, and there is a proverb in Persian to 
the effect that loug-bearded men are fools.” 
A long-bearded man, reading proverb, 
determined not to be placed in this category, 
so hastily seizing a candle he p to 
burn off his beard.

Many a young offi- 
cer is shaved in bed and when fast asleep, so 
that he can snatch a few more moments’ re- 
pose before appearmg upon the parade 
ground. To be shaved in bed and when fast 
asleep is a luxury which even the all-luxurious 
American does not yet allow himself, but 
which many a wretehedly paid subaltern in 
India enjoys. 


THE SPANISH BULL BING IN PARIS, 


Slightly Modified, but Still Sufficiently Dan- 
gerous to Be Entertaining. 

Forest and Stream: In another part of the 
Bois is the bull ring that was established at 
the time of the great exposition of 89. It has 
been continued eaeh summer since, in spite 
of the opposition of the Humane Society. The 
company is permitted to carry on the sport 
on condition that the horns of the bull be 
padded, the horses thorcughly protected in 
leather armor, and nothing or nobody killed. 
Although thus shorn of its more revolting 
features, I wes warned that twenty min- 
utes of it weuld be enough for me. 
But it wasn’t; ‘after the first twenty 
minutes I became yet more interested, 
and staid to the very last, three hours in all, 
and saw some fifteen or tweuty bulls baited. 
Each bull was in ten or fifteen minutes, and 
each made it his first business to charge the 
mounted man, who had along pike where- 
with to protect the horse. This he usually 
succeeded in doing without much difficulty, 
whereupon the bull went off savagely in pur- 
suit of the men on foot, generally elearmg the 
ring by foreing them to vault over the barrier. 
I never before realized the enormous strength 
of a bull's neck, for, though these are of a 
small breed, I more than once saw oné lift 
up horse and rider together from the ground 
on his borns. One of the horses was a tre- 
mendous double kicker, and his rider amused 
the crowd again and again by turning him 
rear on when the bull charged. The tre- 
mendous whacks of the horse’s heels on 
the bull's head and shoulders resounded afar, 
and yet did not seem to have any effect on his 
horned majesty. The safety of the men on 
foot lay in the fact that the bull will always 
charge the cloak in preference to the man, and 
it was common for these latter to lead the in- 
furiated animal right round the rig in a series 
of mad charges at the fluttering red cloth, 
while his real enemy stood calmly by at one 
side. After the bull was pretty well biown 
there appeared the great buil-fighter, he who 
in Spain would kill the bull. He sits calmly 
on a chair and tempts the bull to charge him. 
At the last moment, when within half ao inch 
of the horns, he adroitly plants a ribbéned 
dagger in each of the buli’s shoulders arid 
avoids the charge like a flash. At length he 
takes a hollow sword and plants another rib- 
boned dagger that it contains just on the spot 
where, if in Spain, he would thrust to kill the

The Teutonic is the name selected for the 
building for which foundations are being laid 
at the southeast corner of Fifth avenue and 
Washington street. It is to be a ten-story 
structure covering 60x80 feet. Two old-style 
office buildings were torn down to make way 
for the Teutonic. The structure is being built 
for W. C. Seipp and T. J. Lefens after plans 
by J. K. Cady. 

At the southwest corner of Jackson street is 
the fourth of the new Fifth avenue structures.

Buren streets, were drawn early in May 
by Charles 8. Frost. It is not ex- 
actly on the corner, but extends 
around the corner building with a fr: ntage 
of fifty feet on each street. It will have a 
depth of 150 feet from Franklin street and 
100 feet from Van Buren. The construction 
is steel frame, with bands of pressed brick and 
terra cotta. Entrances will open from both 
streets. The estimated cost of the building is 
$150,000. 

The Mayer estate is building a seven story 
and basement wholesale building at the south- 
west corner of Van Buren ead Franklin 
streets, after plans by Adler & Sullivan. It 
occupies a frontage of 120 feet on Van Buren 
street and 168 feet on Franklin, and will cost 
$250,000. It is of mill construction, faced with 
chocolate- colored terra cotta. Almost the en- 
tire first story is fronted with plate glass. 

Another great building in the wholesale dis- 
trict is that being built by John B. Mallers on 
the site of the old government warehouse. A 
seven-story structure will be built after plans 
by Edward B. Mallers, covering the space 
bounded by Market, Quincy, and Jacksun 
streets, and the river. It will be of mill con- 
struction, thoroughly fireproofed. The build- 
ing is to be divided into three stores, two with 
a frontage of sixty-two feet, and one witha 
frontage of forty-two feet. Although work in 
construction has only fairly advanced, two of 
the stores have already been leased by whole- 
The building’ was originally 
planned to be ten stories in height, but the 
action of the Underwriters’ Association in dis- 
criminating against high mercantile buildings 
occasioned a change in the plans.

They are mostly Ger- 
man Irish, with a slight admixture of 
Poles. re are practically no Italians 
among them-—perhaps because the locality 
hates the race—and .not one Chinaman or 
negro. There are doubtless hundreds of peo- 
ple in the block wlio have accounts in the sav- 
ings bank around on First avenue, and the 
fact t there is no pawnshop near by speaks 
weil for their thrift. The policeman on the 
beat says that he has little trouble with the 
residents of this leviathan hive, and that eject- 
ments for non-payment of rent are few and 
far between. 

The big block has no unusual features to dis-

It is un- 
necessary for its residents to go beyond it for 
any of the necessities (except religion and 
learning, and there is a kindergarten across 
the way on Fifth street) or for their simple 
luxuries.

In one instance a woman cooking 
the dinner of some sort of stew had barely 
space in which to move about, so clore were 
the sewing machines and bundles to the little 
stuve.

DUKE OF ARGYLL ATTACKS GLAD- 
STONE AND HOME RULE. 


His Grace Contributes a Violent Philippic 
to the Literature of the Subject—Home 
Rule for Ireland, He Says, Means the 
Same as Secession in America—Pitching 
Into the Grand Old Man for Historical 
Inaccuracies—Lady Balfour on London 
Society—Defending America, 

New York, July 14.—|Special Correspond- 
ence. -In a recent article in his Review of 
Reviews Mr. Stead told us how Englishmen 
might be the bitterest of enemies politically 
and the dearest of friends socially. Apropos 
of this Lord Tennyson and the Duke of Ar- 
gyll have expressed their warm personal re- 
gard for the Grand Old Man and their utter 
detestation of his political utterances, partic- 
ularly in the matter of home rule, on which 
question Mr. Gladstone seems to have as- 
sumed the leadership made vacant by the 
death of Charies Stewart Parnell.

in the great Civil War. Both on the ground that 
slavery was the institution really fought for by 
the South, and also on the ground of the right of 
the American Union to fight for its single nation- 
ality, I felt that the North was in the right and 
that the cause of civilization was at stake in the 
saccess of the Union. 

Now, when in the next paragraph he tells us 
that his “feeling and opinion on the Irish 
question of home rule is founded on the same 
con vietious,“ and that Irish home rule is—in 
one well-known word—“ Secesh, he has 
touched us in a tender point, and then, when he 
assures us that the profession to keep unity 
under acommon crown is insincere with all 
the Irish leaders, and it is inspired by igno- 
rance among the few who are sincere in this 
profession,’’ we feel that we are bound by 
common courtesy to believe him. We feel 
ourselves waveri in our allegiance to the 
Grand Old Man .* the dear old Duke says: 


Home Rule as Argyll Sees It. 


The Gladstonian proposalis to set up in Ireland 
a separate Parliament with a separate Executive 
Government, through which alone the powers of 
the Crown could be exerted, except on a few 
enumerated sutjects. The pretext that the new 
Irish Parliament would be only “ statutory ”’ is 
transparent sophistry. The abstract right of 
an originally Imperial Parliament to repeal all 
or any of itsown enactments isa purely the o- 
retical and visionary right. It would be practi- 
cally impotent to repeal any of the acts confer- 
ring responsible government on our larger colo- 
nies. The same abstract doctrine was the doctrine 
on which the taxation of the New England colo- 
nies was defended by the Ministers of George III., 
and it is even now impossible to deny that their 
egregious folly in that policy was, in the strict 
sense of that word, illegal.“ 

How cleverly he illustrates, to win our 
friendship! | 

This pretext, therefore, is futile. In the act of 
creating a new Parliament for Ireland we shall 
undoubtedly divest ourselves of all power to take 
back what we have once given, except, of course, 
at tne cost of civil war, and to this alternative we 
should be unquestionably driven if the anticipa- 
tions ars fulfill lfilled, in which I fully share. 

And again, to make sure of our sympathy, 
he adds:

fought against “secession ” and the breaking up 
of our national unity. Under the shield of the 
American Constitution every citizen of the Union 
is guaranteed against the logs of life, liberty, and 
property, by any auarchical legislation of individ- 
ual States. In the Gladstonian scheme of home 
rule for [rela no such security was gi en for 
the freedom of the individual citizen as is thus 
provided in your Constitution. All property and 
all liberty was left absolutely st the mercy of the 
Irish Parliament. So monstrous a proposition 
has never been made by any statesman. 

To his Grace, home rule means no rule at 
all. Property rights would not be respected, 
and spoliation would run wild: 

Many of the Irish Nationalist leaders are pure 
Anarchists on all questions connected with prop- 
erty, and some of them have avowed their inten- 
tion to treat as waste paper all titles to property 
coming from English Sovereigns or Parliaments. 
The Gladstonian scheme of home rule made no 
provision against such a danger as this.

for parents, the self-denial and self-abnegation of 
the past have disappeared, and parents and chil- 
uality, but where 
there is any inferiority it is on the parental side.”’ 

I do not propose to go into a discussion of 
the question of English vs. American morali- 
ty. But I think that I am safe ir saying that 
immorality is not condoned here as it is in 


England, and that if our public men were as 
scandalous in their private lives as are many 
of the best known Englishmen they would 
have to look to some other public than that 
of their W indorsement.

EDITS AND MANAGES A NEWSPAPER. 


A Kansas Woman Has Taken Charge of a 
Daily Political Organ. 

Torprexa, Kas., July 15.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. ]|—But few women have aspired to 
the management and editorial control of 
daily political papers, although those who 
have assumed such control have been success- 
ful. Last month Mrs. Frank T. Lynch placed 
her name at the head of the Leavenworth 
Standard and has taken active business and 
editorial management of that paper. 

Mrs. Sara Blair Lynch, or Mrs, Frank T. 
Lynch, as she will hereafter be known, comes 
from a newspaper family. Her grandfather, 
Samuel Medary, was the editor of that great 
Democratic paper, the Ohio Statesman, after- 
wards the Critic, published at Columbus, O. 
In its day it was the organ of the Democratic 
party in the West, and Mr. Medary’s name 
was a talisman worn in the heart of every old- 
time Democrat. He was also Territorial 
Governor of Minnesota and afterwards of 
Kansas. Mrs. Lynch’s father, Gen. C. W. 
Blair, has also been in editorial harness, hav- 
ing been editor and proprietor of the Demo- 
cratic Standard of Georgetown, 0.

T. Lynch, who was the friend of every man 
in Kansas, left the Leavenworth Standard 
without a head, that 8 was naturally as.

A Capacious “ Wigwam ” Shelters the Gath- 
ering of Irish Citizens Assembled for 
the Purpose of Drawing Up a Grand 
Remonstrance Against Home Rule—Ex- 
citement of the Delegates Unusual in 
Such a Meeting—Sense of the Convention 
Expressed in Few Words. 

In view of the two great political conven- 


tions that have been held in Minneapolis and 


Chicago this summer, the convention at Bel- 


fast, Ireland, recently assembled from every ö 


corner of Ulster to draw up a grand remon- 
strance against home rule possessed for 
American citizens a double interest. In many 
respecta ‘the Ulster gathering resembled that 
which was held on the lake front 
in Chicago a few weeks ago. Both were at- 
tended by great crowds of people, both were 
made the occasion of tremendous excitement 
and enthusiasm, both were forced to seek 
shelter in a building especially erected for the 
purpose. 

One great point of dissimilarity was, how- 
ever, the weather. The skies frowned upon 
the Democrats convened in Chicago, but the 
sun rose upon a perfect day for the benefit of 
those who met in the quaint city of Belfast to 
protest against home rule.

Mr. Cochran and his associates want the 
last nine (italicized) words stricken out.

The pr posed legislation of course will be 
well digested by the City Council before taking 
definite action. Tur Persie presents the 
scheme at length so that attention shall be 
directed to it. There is a great stretch of the 
city through which the line proposed would 
run which undoubtedly woula develop with 
wonderful rapidity with adequate transporta- 
tion facilities, At present it is poorly pro- 
vided for in this respect. The horse-car ser- 
vice is slow and unsatisfactory, while the 
Single steam car line can never bring its 
passengers nearer the business section of the 
city than the Canal street station. By the 
proposed connection of the electric line with 
the cable of course the heart of the down- 
town district will be reached. That the trolly 
or overhead electric system is open ta objec- 
tions is also not to be overlo ked.

HE LIVES ON VEGETABLES ONLY. 


In Other Respects He Is Peculiar and Is 
Appropriately Called “ Freak.” 

Mr. David Warner of Turners owns a dog 
that he thinks has taken a wider departure 
from ordinary canine customs than any other 
of his kind in Orange County, if not in the 
State of New York. 

My claim,” said Mr. Warner, is founded 
only on three or four of the animal’s pecu- 
liarities; but they are such peculiarly pecu- 
liar peculiarities that I have never heard of 
any other dog that possessed them. Come 
here, Freak. 

Freak, as the half-bred foxhound was ap- 
propriately named, approached expectantly, 
but when his master offered him a piece of 
broiled beefsteak he turned away from it with 
undisguised loathing and disgust. Then Mr. 
Warner gave him acoupie of apples and a 
pear, which he devoured with evident relish. 
A plate of cherries was placed before him, and 
he swallowed the fruit, retaining the pits in 
his mouth until the plate was empty, when he 
trotted to the open door and dropped them 


upon the grass. 

He is a rigid vegetarian,” said Mr. 
Warner. and has not, during the six 
years of his existence, tasted a particle of 
meat. At this season he lives almost entirely 
on wild strawberries, which are very abundant 
in the fields. He has no trouble in finding al! 
he wants of them, and he looks for nothing 
else: but he will eat any kind of fruit that is 
offered to him, even cracking the shells of 
nuts with his teeth and picking oat the ker- 
nels. Inthe winter we feed him chiefly on 
potatoes, and then, too., he catches rabbits, 
which he brings to the house, after which he 
goes to his water bowl and washes-his mouth. 
He does this by sucking the water in under 
his nose and discharging it at the sides of his 
jaws. His tongue is not used at all in the 
operation, noraloes he ever lap up water as 
other dogs do. He drinks it by suction, like 
a horse. Let us see if he is thirsty now.“ 

A basin containing probably two quarts of 
water was placed on the floor. Freak plunged 
his mouth and nostrils below the surface and 
sucked it up with the gusto of a thirsty long- 
shoreman at a rot of porter. The disappear- 
ance of the water was accompanied by asound 
similar to that made by a horse drinking from 
a bucket, but of course less boisterous. In a 
few seconds the basin was empty. 

Freak is a very thirsty dog.“ continued 
his master. Isüppose that is because he 

srspires so profusely. Did you ever before

IS GAINING GROUND. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE IDEA OF 
LEAGUE ORGANIZATION, 


Chicago Societies Are Joining the Illinois 
State Body—A Four Days’ Session to Be 
Held During the World’s Fair—Favor- 
able Legislation That Has Been Secured 
Great Sums of Money Disbursed Dur- 
ing the Year—A Criticism of Methods of 
Auditing Now in Vogue. 

The Illinois Building Association League is 
steadily gaining ground among local building 


and loan associations, and the prejudice which 


has existed regarding the organization is 
gradually disappearing. Not only has the 
league become stronger, but the league idea 
promises to be extended into wider fields. A 
committee hus been appointed by the State 
organization to represent it in the formation 
ofa United States league of local building 
and loan associations which is to hold a ses- 
sion during the World's Faif. 

A committee composed of Julius Stern, J. 
W. Bergfeld, and B. G. Vasen has been ap- 
pointed to consult with President Bonney 
ofthe World's Fair Auxiliary Congress re- 
garding classification and time. A separate 
department will be formed under the head of 
commerce and finance. The meeting will be 
held during the latter part of June, 1893, and 
will consist of a four-day session. 

The Illinois league is the pioneer among 
State organizations. Its thirteenth annual 
meeting was held recently at Quincy. The 
membership now numbers seventy-three, the 
increase during the year being fourteen asso- 
ciations. Of the additions to membership 
about one-half were Chicago societies. 
These were the Mechnnics“ und Traders’ Sav- 
ings Loan and Building, the Domestic, the 
Equitable Savings Loan and Homestead, the 
Belmont, the United States, and the Bankers’ 
and Merchants’. 

What the State League Will Prevent. 
One of the objects of the State League is to 
ng Mag the adoption of legislation detrimental 

» the best interests of building associations. 
Three amendments to existing laws have re- 
¢eently been secured through the agency of the 
league of more than ordinary interest to asso- 
¢iations. One provides tor the exemption of 
mortgages and stock of a building association 
from double taxation, while another provides 
for State inspection of the accounts of any as- 
sociation on demand. The third makes the 
¢oliection of premiums on the installment 
plan legal. 

The position taken by J. D. Paige, Assessor 
of Joliet, on the taxation question brought out 
a statement from C. W. Pavey, State Auditor, 
from which the following is taken: 

Concerning the taxation of shares of stock of 
building aud loan associations, 1 will say that the 
shares of stock and thé notes of building and loan 
associations incorporated under the laws of IIli- 
hois are exempt from taxation and should net be 
assessed, and the mortgages held by such compa- 
nies to secure such notes are not taxable, for the 
reason that they only secure the payment of the 
notes and have no value other than what is répre- 
sented by the notes. I am of the opinion that the 
shares of stock of a building and loan association 
organized under the laws of another State, held 
and owned by residents of this State, are subject 
to taxation, at the fair cash value thereof. 

What Local Societies Are Doing. 


The eighteenth annual statement of the 
People’s Building and Ioan = Association 
shows the large disbursement of $667,773. 
This is probably the largest disbursement 
ever made by a Chicago association ina single 
year. Four matured series of stock furnished 
an important item in this total. In all 3,854 
shares were redeemed: The loans of the com- 
pany were over $160,000. The amount paid 
in withdrawals and premiums ou the same 
was over $97,000. In the case of associations 
which are younger than the People’s the dis- 
bursements are smaller, for the reason that 
the item of matured stock is not represent- 
ed. In the annual statement of the Pub- 
lic Savings, Loan and Building Association, 
for instance, the disbursements were $302,000, 
The withdrawals amounted to only $25,000, 


and the main item in the total was the large 


amount of money loaned, $264,967. The 
President’s report shows that the number of 
shares now in force is 9,411, an increase of 
2,166 during the year, and that loans have 
been made upon 1,976 of these shares, an in- 
crease of 568 shares. There are now about 
540 persons connected with the association, an 
increase of 135. The increase of loans is 
$56,000. The earnings were about 14%¢ per 
cent on the invested capital. 

The thirty-first quarterly statement of the 
House Builaing and Loan Association, which 
was issued June 30, shows disbursements for 
loans during three months of $76,684, and a 
cash balance on hand of about one-haif that 
amount. The association makes a bid for 
withdrawals by offering to pay on withdraw- 
als in che first twelve series of stock 90 per 
cent ef earned profits and on the following 
twelve series 75 percent. A stronger bid for 
withdrawals than this is made by the United 
States Building and Loan Society. This as- 
sociation advertise that it would pay on 
withdrawals of stock six years old or over full 
present value. The association in the quarter 
ending July 1 made loans amounting to $2,- 
700 and approved applications for loans 
amounting to $29,000 more. Stock in the 
thirtieth series is now offered for sale. 

Offers of the Bankers and Merchants’. 

The Bankers and Merchants’ Building and 
Loan Association is one of the societies of suf- 
ficient age to have stock mature. The first 
series matured April 30, and a consequent dis- 
bursement of $107,000 was made. This is one 
of the associations which has been 
recently offering all sorts of induce- 
ments to members to withdraw. One of 
the officers of the company gave as a 
reason for this the desire to reduce the first 
disbursement for matuzed stock. The aver- 
age strong and active company begins opera- 
tions with too extensive a first issue of stock. 
As a consequence the association faces the ob- 
ligation of paying out an uncomfortably large 
sum of money at once. The conditions are 
the same as if a business-man put all his ob- 
ligations into one note instead of dividing 
them and giving notes payable at different 
times. The Bankers and Merchants’ in order 
to reduce the disburseinent just made offered 
members every inducement to withdraw, by 
allowing them all increments and exceptional 
loan rates. The thirty-seventh quarterly 
statement of July 1 shows loans of $36,039 
made during the quarter, and about the same 
amount of cash on hand, The total of loans 
made during the history of the association is 
shown to be $1,212,088, 

In the case of the Cosmopolitan Building 
and Loan Association the item of withdrawals 
isone of the more important among dis- 
bursements. According to the July report the 
total disbursements, including $12,091 placed 
to cash amount, was $20,347. Of this sum 
$4,008 was for withdrawals, as against only 
$2,496 for loans. 

Two Methods of Auditing. 


Henry S. Rosenthal, a writer on building 
and loan topics, is severe in his criticism of 
methods of auditing used by many societies. 
The following is from a paper read at a recent 
meeting of the State League: 


There are two plans of auditing in vogue, one 


by a committee of stockholders and the other by 
a disinterested professional auditor. Under the 
tirst plan a committe of taree to five members of 
the association is selected, usually more or less 
at random, the selection being governed often 
more by availability of the members for the serv- 
ice than by their fitness. They make the audit in 
something of a perfunctory manner, not infre- 
quently under the personal guidance of the sec- 
retary or other official. Many times one or more 
members of the committee run through the books 
and accounts and the other members accept their 
statement that everything is all right, and on the 
strength of this sign the report. Auditing under 
this plan may be all right; sometimes it is thor- 
ough, efficient, and satisfactory, but very often it 
is none of these. A fundamental objection to this 
plan lies in the fact that there is nothing in it 
that insures the efficient and thorough work that 
must be done if the work is well done. An andit- 
ing committee is all right if it is all right, and 
wrong if it is wrong, and experience shows the 
latter to be too often the ¢ase.

His work well done affords rfect 
protection for the association's funds. He pre- 
vents losses from ignorance, inefficiency, and ras- 
cality. Hé gives early warning of possible danger. 
His name and reputation become a guarantee for 
the reliability of the association. and thus add to 
its popularity and prosperity, in this way far 
more than making up for the small cost of his 
services. In addition to this, his practical sus- 

tions in regard to the methods of handling the 
— keeping the accounts, and all the mis- 
cellaneous details of the association are of the 
highest value, increasing ite efficiency and facili- 
tating its work, saving time, labor, and 
anxiety along many lines,

Tue local stock market is broadening, and 
other securities besides the street railways are 
being taken up.

There is 
improvement in the local demand for money. 
—The leading markets at Chicago were only 
moderately active yesterday and generally 
ruled lower. Fine weather was as potent as 
anything in shaping the course of prices. 
Fluctuations were within a narrow range. As 
compared with the latest prices of the previ- 
ous day September wheut closed 14 cent 
lower, corn steady, oats , cent lower, cash 
rye easy, barley steady, fiax firm, September 
pork 23% cents higher, lard steady, and ribs 
steady. The shipments of wheat from Chica- 
go during the week exceeded the receipts by 
835,000 bushels and the shipments of corn 
were 156,000 bushels greater than the receipts. 
The packing at Chicago during the summer 
season includes 1,759,000 hogs, against 1,446,- 
000 during the same period a year ago and 
1,746,000 in 1890. 


CHOLERA AND THE FAIR. 
Several of the World's Fair Directors have 
been interviewed in regard to the possibility 


i of the display bemg interfered with by the 


cholera. It was thought if the disease should 
become epidemic it would do great harm, but 
none of them were disposed to think that Chi- 
eago is in any danger. The principal point 
made was that if the cholera should become 
at all general in Europe it would prevent 
people residing in that part of the globe from 
visiting this city next year. At the same time 
it was not torgotten that the greatest possible 
attendance Of foreigners would not form a 


| large percentage of the total admissions 


counted on. By far the greater number of 
visitors it was said will come from within 500 
miles of Chicago, on which area reside some 
25 miilions of people. 

There, is one important point which appears 
to have been overlooked. It is that about the 
only effect of a cholera visitation would be its 
interference with preparations made abroad 
during the present summer for joining in the 
display, and the presence of cholera here 
would retard and hamper the carrying out of 
local arrangements. But it must be borne in 
mind that the cholera bacillus is killed off by 
cold weather. Frost is fatal to it, as to the 
yellow-fever and other warm-weather epidem- 
ics. Now we have before us the latter half of 
July and the whole of August and September 
as far north as the lakes as the possible dura 

tion of the heated term which permits the 
ravages of cholera. By the time that October 
comes in the cholera will die out in places 
which have about the same climate as Chi- 
cago. It will no longer have the warmth 
which seems to be essential to its existence, 
and soon after that it will be completely 
frozen out. By November the disease is k Iled 
off in the middle tier of Suuthern States, and 
earlyin December it is cut off in New Or- 
leans and other cities that line the Gulf ot 
Mexieo. If the cholera should rage extensive- 
ly in Europe its work there must be similarly 
limited to the warm weather. It must cease 
in the northern part f that continent along 
towards the close f September and will have 
practically disappeared from Southern 
France, Spain, and Italy by December. But 
it can infliet an enormous loss of life during 
the next ninety days if its spread be not ar- 
rested. 

Hence preparations for joining in the dis- 
play can be carried on in all the cities of Eu- 
rope and the United States from October till 
the ‘pening of the Fair. There may be spo- 
radic cases the sec nd year, but the scourge 
will practically cease its ravages with the ad- 
vent of cold weather next October and not re- 
new them till if again ga hers force from 
fresh accuinulations of disease-breeding fiith 
in India and Arabia. The rule is that the 
virus does its deadly work in one season 
wherever it appears, killing off those most 
open to its attacks and leaving the rest of the 
community free. But what Chicago wants are 
active and systematic sanitary ref rms; a gen- 
eral “leaning up of the streets, alleys, holes, 
ponds, sloughs, and basements. The munici- 
pal house must be put in a self-defensive con- 
dition to ward off the deadly ravages of the 
terrible destroyer. 


WASTE OF $120,000 CITY 
MONEY. ) 

On the 6th of this month the Council passed 
an ordor directing the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works to make an arrangement with the 
contractors for the north shore inlet tunnel, 
to extend it about a mile farther to the two- 
mile erib, the price to be paid not to exceed 
$22.50 a lineal foot, or about $120,000. The 
reason assigned for the extension is that the 
experience of the last month has demon- 
strated. the utter impossibility of using the 
tunnel for the purposes intended without en- 
dangering the lives and health of the commu- 
nity.“ 

This order received the unanimous vote of 
the Aldermen, not one of whom stopped to 
ask whether this sum of $120,000. could nat be 
employed far more usefully in beginning the 
necessary work of extending the two old tun- 
nels out towards the four-mile line. The Al 
dermen ought to have remembered, though 
they evidently did not, that the water taken

Consequently itis clearly the duty of the

city in its present fiscal circumstances cannot 
afford to lose, When the Aldermen see their 
blunder they will surely correct it immediate- 
ly, for they were led astray through simple 
thoughtlessness and want of reflection. The 
Mayor need not fear that he will not be sus- 
tained by the Council and the people. 

The inlet tunnel should beleft as itis. The 
quantity of water which can be drawn through 
it will not be nveded after the four-mile tun- 
nel has been turned over to the city. But the 
breakwater crib may come into play in the 
evant of some unforeseen casualty, or it may 
be utilized for other purposes, such as 
furnishing water for high pressure power to 
put out fires. To extend that short tunnel 
to the two-mile crib would be an inexcusable 
waste of money. The only use to which to 
put the surplus revenues of thé Water Depart- 
ment is the extension of the old tunnels a 
mile and a half or two miles farthér out into 
the lake, where pure, limpid, erystal water 
can always be had for the pumping. 


USE DOWN-DRAFT COMBUSTION. 

Tun Tulnunz prints elsewhete a list of the 
establishments in this city where thé Hawley 
device for down-draft combustion is in use or 
preparation being made therefor. The num- 
ber of furnaces exceeds one hundred. Fifteen 
firms have 41 of the furnaces in successful 
operation, and 18 others will have an addition- 
al 53 furnaces at work within a few days. The 
Edison Electric Light côõmpauy has ordered 
four of these devices to replace the fearful 
smoke makers hitherto in use, and the Central 
Electric company has two. The Puliman 
company, the new carriage repository build- 
ing of C. P. Kimball & Co., and several hotels, 
breweries, and packing houses are on tne list 
of establishments which have adopted the 
Hawley plan for saving fuel and abolishing the 
smoke nuisance. 

These are examples that ought to be fol- 
lowed as rapidly as possible by all the steam- 
making plants in the city. All new boilers 
putin and every renewal of ar old boiler 
should be fitted with the down-draft device. 
All the bad smoke nuisance makers should 
substitute that kind of furnace for those now 
in use and thus get rid of the insufferable 
plague of smoke that has long afflicted tne at- 
mosphere of this city anc those who breathe 
it. Their proprietors would not be injuring 
themselves for the common good. On the 
contrary, the saving of fuel will amount to 
enough in the course of a few months to pay 
for the change and ail beyond that will bea 
daily gain in the coal bills. Chimneys that 
now have not sufficient draft to keep up 
steam with smoke-belching boilers will be 
found adequate with the down-draft device, 
because its use does not clog up the 
chimney flue with smoke deposits, gor emit 
volumes of cold smoke to impede the ascent 
and exit of the hot gases of combustion. With 
the down-draft no smoke is made and the 
chimney flue remains clear, its orifice being 
of fullsize, It would be safe to say that the 
draft and capacity of the old chimney flues 
would be increased one-third by substituting 
the down-draft, and thus effect a correspond. 
ing saving in the quantity of fuel used or in- 
crease of steam generated with equal weights 
of coal. 

Another important point is that the down- 
draft device permits the use of inferior grades 
of coal. The cheapest fuel can be consumed 
without making any smoke, the resuit being a 
yreat saving in the bilis for ebal. And it is 
almost indispensable when the steam pressure 
has to be kept at the maximum capacity of the 
boilers. This for the reason that it furnishes 
the maximum of steam steadily for the small- 
est quantity of coal of any quality; doing 
this, too, without creating the smoke nuisance. 

It may be deemed unfair to adduce the 
purity of air in the country to show the good 
effects that would follow the suppression of 
smoke ih the city. But the advantage may be 


. understood by looking at the city sky on a 


Sunday, when our 4,000 smoke-making steam 
boilers are at rest, and comparing that with the 
average conditions that prevail on other days 
of the week. In the one case the atmosphere 
overhead is clear and the lungs take in g od 
air, giving an elasticity to the frame which 
is lamentably absent during the other six 
days, when dense black clouds of 
smoke hang like a pall over the city, ana’ the 
sticky carbon specks and detiling smoky air 
envelop everything in a smudge of impurity. 

If the 4,000 boilers that now pollute the at- 
mosphere with the foul emissions fror their 
smokestacks were fitted with the down-draft 
attachment the air over Chicago would be as 
clear and pure during each of the other six 
days of the week as it is on Sunday. And we 
would not only have clear skies but smaller 
fuel bills to pay. The change would save not 
less than $1,000,000 a year in coal, estimating 
only $250 per annum for each boiler. It may 
be true that some of them would save less 
than that sum,.but hundreds of their number 
would each save twice as much per year, while 
gaining in the production of steam and econ- 
omizing a vast amount of labor that is now 
wasted in stoking coal, removing un burned 
fuel that is thrown down with the ashes, and 
cleaning boiler flues, with much loss of effect- 
iveness in the use of machinery. 
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SILVER IN THE DAYS OF SOLOMON. 

The Paris correspondent: of the London 
Financial Times has taken up the subject of 
old-time values of silver compared with gold, 
and shows that in ancient times the ratio 
varied from 1—10 to 1—13 among the Persians, 
Greeks, and Jews. Also he says: It 
now appears that in other countries silver 
by no means possessed so high a value, 
and that at times the present depreciation was 
greatly surpassed.’’. It mus: have been so in 
the days of King Solomon in Judea, A stu- 
dent in Cracow writes to a leading Vienna 
paper pointing out that the tenth chapter of 
the first book of Kings is testimony to a de- 
preciation far exceeding that of the last year 
or two. The following quotations should be 
interesting reading for the silver cranks of 
today: 

Verse 21. And all King Solomon’s drink- 
ing vessels were of gold, and all the vessels of 
the house of the forest of Lebanon were of 
pure gold; none were of silver; it was nothing 
accounted of in the days of Solomon.“ 

Verse 27. And the king made silver to be 
in Jerusalem as stones, and cedars made he to 


de as the sycamore trees that are in the low- 


land for abundance.“ 

And this depreciation of silver was not be- 
cause of the scareity of gold. The same chap- 
ter tells that gold was abundant, and we may 
infer that was the reason why silver was 
not wanted at all. It was discriminated 
against for the very same reason that cowries 
in Africa, wampum in some parts of this 
country, and furs farther north have 
disappeared from use as currency | among 
people who found something better in the shape 
of gold and silver. It was driven out in the 
same way as the leather money which’ at one 
time passed current in Carthage and Sicily, 
and the pasteboard money that formerly cir- 
culated in Holland. All those thi and 
many others * too tedious to thentidn,”’ did 
r ices duty as money 


give place to something more suitable. If in 
the days of Solomon there was so much gold 
that it answered all the requirements for 
money and still left plenty to be used for. pur- 
poses of ornamentation, there was no use for 
silver, simply because the latter metal was the 
less convenient and attractive of the two. 


The King of Tor in Phoonicie, appears to 


have owned or ruled over richer silver mines 
than any that are found in the United States 
today, but the fact that he was friendly with 
Solomon did not form a sufficient reason for 
his property bemg wanted by people who be- 
lieved they had something better, and enough 
of it to fill all requirements. In spite of that 
friendship silver was practically valueless in 
Jerusalem, furnishing a parallel to the old 
idea that if diamonds were as plentiful as 
stones they would be just as cheap as stones 
are. 

The vast increase in the production of gold 
about the middle of this century started a 
similar discrimination against silver over a 
large part of the civilized world. It was the 
same in kind, though not in degree, as the 
one reported to have been instituted in Pales- 
tine nearly 2,900 years ago. The gold was pre- 
ferred to the silver, and when a few years later 
it became evident that silver could be pro- 
duced very much more cheaply than of yore 
the nations chose the other metal as the stand- 
ard of values. They hold to it today and are 
likely to do so for the future, though it is not 
impossible they will agree to an enlarged use 
of silver as suggested by the Government of 
the United States. It is idle nonsense 
to seck to ignore these facts and 
make the foolish experiment of trying to 
lift up silver to a parity which the rest of the 
world pronounces to be not only impractica- 
ble, but impossible, The silver mine owners 
of this country ought to study the history of 
the metal in the days of Solomon and learn 
from it that they cannot hope to see 37144 
grains of silver rated as worth a dollar so 
long as the metal is produced as cheaply and 
abundantly as now. 
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WHO WILL BE HURT BY FREE TRADE! 

The Democratic party has declared in 
favor of the opening of the portsof the United 
States for the free admission of competitive 
foreign goods, and its leading men say that 
the only ones who will suffer thereby will be 
the manufacturers who are conducting pro- 
tected industries. Some of them admit that 
perhaps it is possible that the workmen in 
those industries, whom they speak of dis- 
paragingly as only about two million men,” 
may have their wages reduced “ a little,” but 
insist that it will be more than made up to 
them in the cheapness of the articles they buy 
under free trade. 

Such statements would not be made by the 
Democrats if they had not absolute confidence 
in the ignorance of the workingmen who be- 
long to their party. They feel that the senti- 
mental attachment of those men to the party 
is so intense that they will swallow any false- 
hood, no matter how gross. The bulk of the 
Democratic papers and speakers pers'st in 
lying about the effect of free trade, for they 
think they can play with the credulity of 
dupes with safety. Tus Trisunz, however, 
does not propose that this campaign of delib- 
erate deception shall go on without inter- 
ference. It intends to tell the workinginen 
the truth, and lay the facts before them as 
free trade will affect them. If they deter- 
minedly refuse to profit by the information 
that is their affair, and the consequerices of 
wrong voting will be on their own heads. 

The Democratic theory, which is the joint 
production of Messr&. Cleveland and Mills, is 
that the cost of home-made competing goods 
to the American consumer is enhanced by an 
amount equal to the duty on similar imported 
goods. The Chicago Herald indorses this 
view. Senator Mills of Texas says that a very 
moderate estimate of the amount thus ex- 
torted from the consumers for the benefit 
of the will bosses is a billion and a quarter 
dollars a year! He says that every cent of 
this goes to the protected manufacturers and 
none of it to the three millions of their work- 
men, and that if the manufacturers were de- 
prived of this vast sum they wuld still make 
fair, reasonable profits on the capital invested 
and would have to keep on paying their men 
just the same high wages. And the Demo- 
cratic newspaper organ of Chicago echoes the 
same statements and calls aloud on the work- 
men to vote for Cleveland and free trade. 

The workingmen must have noticed, how- 
ever, in their own range of observation that 
when any trade is paying very good wages, or 
any business is paying extra high profits, men 
rush into one and capital into the other. That 
is true of great industries as well as small 
ones. If protected manufacturing were pay- 
ing the 20 and 30 per cent profits which Mills 
ana the howling Herald allege, the floating 
capital and unoccupied energy of the country 
would instantly seek investment and einploy- 
ment there. That is not happening, however. 
The increased amount of capital invested in 
manufacturing is no greater proportionately 
than that put in banking, commerce, and 
transportation, simply because the profits av- 
erage no higher. 

Taken as a whole, the manufacturers of the 
United States are as smart as the average of 
the community. Yet every day comes the 
news of the failure of some firm, large or 
small. So many failures are not possible 
where there is a margin of profit of 20, 30, or 
40 per cent, as Mills and the howling Herald 
assert. He must bea miracle of incapacity 
who cannot make some kind of success under 
such circumstances, There are about as many 
failures proportionately in manufacturing as 
in other great branches of business. As there 
is no inferiority in the capacity of the men, it 
follows that the average profits in manufact- 
uring do not exceed those in commerce, bank- 
ing, and transportation, which run from 5 to 
10 per cent according to local conditions ana 
the varying ability of individuals. Hence it 
is clear that this billion and a quarter is not 
pocketed by the protected manufacturers, 

What do the latter do with this alleged sur- 
plus, since it is plain that they do not absorb 
it all? They must pay it out for raw mate- 
rials, labor, transportation, supervision, taxes, 
repairs, etc. But these items when analyzed 
are nearly allof them labor. Nine-tenths of 
the cost of transportation and raw ‘material is 
on account of labor. The cost of a ton of 
coal or iron ore delivered at a furnace rises 
and falls with the cost of the labor employed 
in mining or moving it. The repairs repre- 
sent payments to labor. The interest on 
money invested in plant is interest on money 
paid out to machinists, bricklayers, carpen- 
ters, painters, and other mechanics belonging 
to non-protected trades, : 

Of every dollar paid out by the manufactur- 
er 80 cents goes directly or indirectly to labor, 
That is as true of the protected: as of the un- 
protected employer. Therefore if 1,250 million 
dollars is paid extra by consumers to pro- 
tected manufacturers labor employed in the 
protected industries and in hundreds of affili- 
ated unprotected ones gets nine-tenths of that 
sum, and the remaining tenth, or 280, 000, 000, 
is largely ex pended by the employers for the 
payment of insurance, taxes of all kinds, in- 
terest on borrowed capital, etc. The residue 
constitutes the profits of the manufacturers. 

From these facts it must be obvious that if 
the selling price of the protected output of the 
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billion and a quarter ot dollars a year, under 
the operation of Democratic free trade when 
Cleveland is elected, fully one billion of the 
loss will fail on the four millions of workmen 
who will be directly and indirectly affected. 
This is a serious business view of the outcome 
of the Democratic free trade scheme: A 
billion a year subtracted from the earnings of 
four to five millions of wage-workers in man- 
‘ufactures and mines, building trades, and 
transportation and mercantile pursuits, for 
the cut will extend to all wage-workers and 
salaried men, is a serious matter, and a large 
price for the industrial classes to pay yearly 
thereafter for the luxury of having the fat 
“stuffed prophet” to rule over them. These 
are the facts. While free trade may take 20 
cents from the employer it will take 80 from 
the workman. If, they lose that 80 cents by 
voting for Democratic free trade candidates, 
after they have been fully warned as to the 
consequences, they need expect no com misera- 
tion from any one when the employers make 
the inevitable and inexorable demand for 
heavy reductions of wages to unable them to 
meet European competition, 


DR. GAPEN ON GARBAGE “ CREMATION.” 

Dr. Clarke Gapen, the Omaha Health Com- 
missioner, says he has no faith in garbage 
crematories as ordinarily constructed. They 
“have almost universally been abandoned 
after a short period of use, because too ex- 
pensive and too limited in their application.” 
He describes the plan adopted at Marysville, 
Ky., where artificial gas is used, and says tho 
gas mingles intimately with the garbage to be 
burned, while coal or wood make a bed of 
fire with which only a small part of the gar- 
bage mass is in contact. Hence he thinks the 
municipality of Chicago should manufacture 
its own fuel gas, on the Kentucky patent, and 
with that run the erematories it is proposed 
to erect fur disposing of the garbage gathered 
by scavengers in this city. 

It is evident that when Dr. Gapen was inter- 
viewed by Tun Tuner reporter he had not 
seen the crematory now running in Chicago, 
and effectually conauming about eight tons of 
garbage per hour, with the minimum of ash 
residuum and so little smell that residents in 
the neighborhood cannot tell by the use of 
their noses alone whether the crematory is at 
work or not, If he had seen it he would 
hardly think it advisable, and certainly not 
necessary, for us to send to Kentucky for 
plans and descriptions of the apparatus in use 
there for manufacturmg fuel gas, and then go 
to the expense of erecting plants for mak- 
ing that gas to be used here instead of coal to 
burn garbage. He would know that the work 
is being performed satisfactorily by the use of 
crude petroleum, which vaporizes, and he 
cannot be unaware. that as much heat can be 
obtained from that material as from gas per 
weight. 

People who have seen the garbage crema- 
tory on the South Branch near fourteenth 
street at work are unanimous in according to 
it the merit of being as nearly perfect in its 
operations as could be expected or desired, 
They agree that it consumes everything that 
is burnable, and that without the use of dis- 
proportionately large quantities of fuel. Gas 
could do no more, and the oil has the advantage 
of not needing to be put through a process of 
manufacture, costly or otherwise, to prepare 
it for the performance of its function. Dr. 
Gapen may be correct in his comparison of 
gas with coal for purposes of cremation, and 
in saying that the next decade or sv will 
probably see the c al wagon abolished in 
cities and all heating done directly or indi- 
rectly by means of gas. But he utterly 
ignores one important fact in his state. 
ment that only about one-tenth of the heat ir 
a ton of coal is availed of for the production 
of heat, while in gas the proportion of availa- 
ble heat 1s increased to one-third or a half. 
That omitted fact is the cost of process and 
waste of force in the conversion from coal 
into gas. And his statement that “no easy 
and simple solution of the [garbage] problem 
has as yet been reached is equally open to 
exception.. The plan proposed for Chicago is 
at once easy, simple, and- practical. It is that 
the citizens shall be induced to consume as 
much of the kitchen refuse as possible, make 
due separation of ashes from garbage, and 
have the iatter consumed in public cremato- 
ries, which use crade oil for fuol. It is doubt- 
ful if any better plan can ever be proposed, 
and certainly it would not be wise to wait for 
a better before adopting any.

GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS’ ILLNESS, 

The news that George William Curtis is 
afflicted with a dangerous malady will be re- 
ceived with regret by all who appreciate what 
the genial author of the Potiphar Papers 
and the essays of the Easy Chair has done to 
enrich and beautify American literature. At 
this critical point in his life few will stop to 
question or consider his political backsliding, 
for that is a short-lived affair after all, and in 
ease he should pass away would soon be for- 
gotten. They will rather recall the high and 
honorable part he has played as an essayist 
these forty years, beginning with his contribu- 
tions to Putnam’s Magazine before the war— 
a periodical which was in advance of its time 
—and closing with his editurial administration 
of Hurper’s Weekly and his exquisite series of 
papers in the Easy Chair of the Monthly. 
During this long period he has been an 
indefatigable writer ana his busy pen has 
covered a wide variety of topics. Thougn 
now entering upon old age his style has lost 
none of the charms which characterized it 
when he conceived the inimitable characters 
of Potiphar and his wife. With a keen eye for 
social follies his satire is always kindly and 
leaves no sting behind it. He has never out 
grown the vivacity and enthusiasm of youth, 
and, to his credit be it remembered, he has 
never offended the canons of propriety or 
written a word one could wish to see erased. 
His work has always been that of the manly, 
noble, and refined American gentleman and 
it has been embellished with a literary style 
that may best be described as Addisonian. 
The short story has but just begun to come 
into vogue as a feature of American literature, 
but long ago he introduced the short 
essay, that most difficult form of writing, and 
in it he has had the field comparatively to 
himself. He has grown old gracefully and re- 
versed the complaint of Solomon as to the 
years which have no pleasure in them, for 
today he writes with the same geniality, kind- 
liness, and spiritual charm that characterized 
him nearly half a century ago—the oniy dif- 
ference being a retrospective quality now and 
then, but even this is always marked with the 
same enthusiasms that appear in his essays on 
current events. He has been so long identi- 
fied with the highest and best product of 
American literature that the news of his 
dangerous illness will occasion widespread re- 
gret and at the same time the hope that he will 
successfully pase the danget point and that 
his life may long be spared.

He says the Health De- 
partment cannot clean the surfaces of alleys, 
as that properly belongs to the street clean- 
ing department. If the latter were heard 
from in relation to the subject it might 
give as the reason why it did not 
attend to the alleys that a mass of 
garbage was on their surfaces, and the two 
reports together would, show why it is that 
nothing is done by either while the city pays 
correct in de- 
scribing the wooden receptacles for garbage 
set in the streets and alleys as nuisances, but 
he does not indicate a preference for tne iron 
buckets which are recommended by Ald. Hep- 
burn. In short, he does not appear to have 
decided opinions on anything connected with 
city sanitation.

The 
change would be of no value unless accom- 
panied by provision for the burning of all 
garbage in properly constructed crematories. 
If the garbage be not consumed by fire it can- 
not otherwise be got out of the way, and the 
most efficiently organized bureau in the world 
would be incapable of keeping the city clean. 
But with such provision a good, wideawake, 
intelligent, energetic man at the head 
of the bureau could accomplish wonders. 
Possessing those qualities he would see to it 
that the persons now employed in those de- 
partments attended. to their duties or made 
room for others more efficient. But without 
the erematories not. They are a sine qua non. 
Merely wagoning garbage from the alleys to 
dump on vacant lots is not abating the 
nuisance or protecting the public health.

Building News, 


It is altogether probable that the Western 
Union Telegraph company has been offered 
more pieces of down-town property as a site 
for a fine building than any other prospective 
purchaser. For some time this company has 
been looking for a site, and recent operations 
have demonstrated that there are certain 
classes of property in this city which are popu- 
larly supposed to have no end, which are lim- 
ited. In the first plhce the company wants a 
corner. Eligible corners during the last two 
or three years have been going into the 
strongest Kind of hands. A broker, who is 
accepted as an expert on down-town valua- 
tions, in speaking of the purchase of the 
old Ogden house property, said that 
the purchase was a good one, not so much on 
account of the location and general character 
of the property, but from the fact that it isa 
corner, and that down-town’ corners are 
practically going out of the market. 

In the second place the Western Union 
company demand 15,000 feet of ground space. 
This makes the task of furnishing a site even 
more complicated. The difficulty which is 
experienced in furnishng suitable founda- 
tions for skyscrapers makes it impracticable 
to carry on this style of construction on a 
small area. Notwithstanding arguments to 
the contrary, the erection of a twelve to six- 
teen story building on a narrow frontage is 
far from economical. The purchases 
which have been made to supplement 
corners indicate that in making preparations 
for future building improvements, owners are 
determined to have sufficient area for their 
buildings. The purchase of the property.on 
Randolph street, now occupied by Ellison, 
Flersheim & Co., by L. J. McCormick was 
made to supplement the McCormick Block 
corner. Anothef supplementary purchase 
was made by the same party in securing the 
old Farwell Hall property, to be combined 
with the Major Block. The McCormick es- 
tate purchase of the Sears property on Wash- 
ington street supplements the Reaper Block 
corner. The combination of the two proper- 
ties at the northeast corner of Monroe and La 
Salle streets is another instance of recent 
massing of interests in view of recent build- 
ing operations. Each of com bined 
holdings will make a much more satisfactory 
site for a high building than the different cor- 
ner properties taken by themselves, 

Another difficulty found in satisfying the 
Western Union people is in the fact that they 
will not take a ninety-nine-year lease. They 
insist on owning property in fee simple when 
they change from their present quarters. A 
fee of a down-town corner or a nihety-nine- 
year leasehold of the same could be secured 
more readily than a combination of both. 


Realty Prices Too High. 


The ideas of the New York managers of the 
company regarding Chicago values is the most 
serious difficulty in the way of securing a site, 
however. They believe -that prices in the 
down-town district are too high and unwar- 
ranted. The fact that the company oc- 
cupies land in New York which is 
valued far higher than some of the most 
select corners in Chicago does not influence 
them atall. They simply believe that prizes 
are too high and they refuse to consider any- 
thing offered which even approximates a 
square foot price of $80. The attitude of the 
company if persisted in may terminate ina 
peculiar manner. It may have a tendency to 
break down the arbitrary boundary lines of 
what is termed the office-building district. A 
site is now being considered entirely out of 
this district. It isin the wholesale district, 
entirely away from the office buildmgs of the 
city. The company it sosituated that it could 
become toa certain degree a pioneer. A comer 
could be secured in the vicinity of Madison 
street, in what was once the high-class whole- 
sale district, and successfully built up, where 
a building company or syndicate expecting to 
go into the general market for tenants 
might fail. There isa certain section north 
of Monroe street which has to a certain de- 

ree been deserted by heavy wholesale 
seein and which has developed no marked 
character as yet. If one first-class office build- 
ing were erected there it might have a ten- 
dency to encourage the location of similar 
buildings. 

A strong effort is being madetohold the 
Western Union quarters, at thé southwest 
corner of La Salle and Washington streets, 
where they are at present. If the company 
can be satisfied with anything but absolute 
ownership of land and building it is possible 
that the owners of this corner will succeed, 
They have offered all sorts of ptopositions to 
the Western Union people, and have even 
agreed to have the present building torn 
town and replaced, section by section, so that 
the company would not be compelled to se- 
cure other quarters, even temporarily. At 
present, when so many buildings are built or 
are in coursé of construction, a tenant as im- 
portant as the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany is in considerable demand.

VALUATIONS OF BOSTON PROPERTY. 


Figures of Special Significance In View of 
Recent Chicago Transactions. 

Boston’s assessment roll for this year, ac- 
cording to the Real Estate Record and Buiid- 
ing News, gives No, 443 Washington street, on 
the corner of Winter, as the most valuable 
piece in the city, as it has been heretofore.

Almost adjoining it, and relatively what Min- 
neapolis is to St. Paul, is Lead City—pro- 
nounced like the verb to lead.“ While Dead- 
wood is the older and far better known Lead 
City‘is the largér of the two, claiming 3,500, 
against 2,500 for Dead wood. 

„Dead wood has no excuse for existing.“ say 
the Lead City people. It has no mines, no 
factories—nothing but merchants who trade 
with one another, and county officers and 
lawyers who live mostly on us. 

Nestling close to Deadwood and Lead City 
are Central City and Terraville—a pretty 
though meanmgless name. Speaking of 
names recalls the dispute in regard to the 
genesis of *‘ Deadwood.’’ There is, a Dead- 
wood in Calitornia older than the Black Hills 
town, another in Nevada, and one in Arizona. 
Some will have it that one of the first pros- 

ctors in the Hills came from Deadwood, 

al., and hence the name. Q:hers are just as 
certain that Deadwood Creek derived its. title 
from the quantity of dead wood along its 
course and that the town was named after the 


creek. 

Eliminate the railroads and the Dead wood 
of today is not much different from the 
Deadwood of a few years ago, concerning 
which much has been written. Situated in 
the hollow of a mountain-girt valley, it is 
highly picturesque. One or two streets lined 
with 814 frame buildings form the business 
part of the town. The residences are pretty 
frame cottages as arule, and many of them 
are quite tasty and modern.

To one who enjoys mountain scenery the 
drive from Deaawood to Sturgis, fifteen 
miles, is a feast. The road winds up over the 
mountains until you get out of the Deadwood 
basin, then through Bowlder cafion with its 
rugged heiyhts and ‘mountain streams, and 
leads by a gradual descent to the beautiful 
green plateau which forms an ideal town site 
for Sturgis. | 

Luckily for your peace of mind you will 
meet few vehicles on the narrow road, a- 
sionally a cabin of a praspector or small farmer 
is passed. The Black Hills farmer is prosperous 
as a rule. While the farms are small, they are 
exceedingly fertile. Then the Black Hills 
farmer has a home market better than any he 
could reach by rail. They tell a story, how- 
ever, of one thrifty tiller of the Black Hills 
soil who happened to raise nearly 10,000 
bushels of potatoes the year that potatoes 
were so scarce and dear. The home market 
wasn’t large enoujh for all of that crop. 

About half way between Deadwood and 
Sturgis yuu pass the wonderful mine of 
lithographer’s stone which somebody or 
some company expects to make such a great 
fortune out of before long. Your eyes return 
to the road, and there looms up just ahead- 
a lager beer sign!) An ordinary inn or road- 
house, ip the heart of this rugged mountain 
scenery. : 

Les. I'm an old séttler,” says the little 
old woman with a broken nose who stands 
behind the bar, tugging at the cork of a 
bottle. I came here in 77.“ 

An old settler by virtue of fifteen years’ res- 
idence! Let it is 60 actounted in the Hills. 
The oldest town in the Black Hills is Custer, 
and it has but just passed its eighteenth birth- 
day. Fifteen years ago the cruel Sioux still 
skulked behind the rocks on the steep slope of 
yonder mountain and picked off the white 
men who passed through the ravine. 

A prettier little town than Sturgis would be 
hard to fina. It existe by virtue of its prox- 
imity to Fort Meade. Ten thousand dollars a 
month is said to be the revenue the settlement 
derives from Uncle Sam's soldiers. 

The fort is two miles away, and was built 
by Custer’s old command, the Seventh, but 
now garrisoned by Coll Carlton's regiment, 
the Eighth. Few other posts, not excepting 
Fort Leavenworth, can vie with it in points of 
natural beauty. The neat cottages of the 
officers, which would be admired at a fashion- 
able summer resort, the barracks, hospital, 
guard house, etc., form a circle around a 
green parade ground, and a driveway just one 
mile in cireumference. The visitor who 
arrives at dusk hears the soft strains of the 
regimental band from the pavilion in the cen- 
ter of the parade ground. On the verandas of 
the cottages lounge the officers with their fam- 
ihes. The sunset gun is fired, the flag drops, 
the band marches @way.'and the sky line on 
the tops of the mountains which met the view 
on all sides becomes more and more indistinct 
as night settles duwn on ‘(he fort.

Charming Location for the Monona Lake 
Assembly—Cool Breezes, Inviting Shades, 
Sparkling Waters, and Pleasant Sur- 
roundings—College Graduates as Super- 
numeraries—Uncle Jerry Rusk’s Method 
of Passing the Gate—Where the Close 


Sunday Reigns in All Its Purity. 

Mapison, Wis., July 15.—[ Special Corre- 
spondence. About two miles from the cap- 
ital city of Wisconsin and on the eastern 
shore of Lake Mogona are situated the 
grounds of the Monopa Lake Assembly. They 
lie in a beautiful spot, on a gently sloping 
bank, opposite and in full view of the city.

A Home for Those Who Toil All Day and 
Need Pleasant Surroundings at Reason- 
able Rates—A Valuable Institution, in 
No Sense a Charity,“ Except in the 
Efforts of Wealthy Women to Help 
Their Less Fortunate Sisters to Help 
Themselves—Some Sharp Contrasts. 

To a poor girl coming alone and friendless 


living comes always the desolate feeling of 
being homeless among a thousand homes.“ 
She will in all probability drift into a third- 
rate boarding-house in a questionable neigh- 
borhood, whence dangers arise more potent 


and palpable than the nauseous odors contin- 
ually ascending from the kitchen regions, or 


the black smoke forever settling down over 
her wretched abode. 

To avert the dangers consequent upon such 
a life a club of benevolent’ ladies on the 
North Side six years ago met and organized 
an associaticn the purpose of which was to 
establish and render self-supporting a lodging 
and boarding house where working girls and 
women with small means can find a comfort- 
able and respectable home at a small price.” 
Asa result of their united efforts seventy 
girls and women ure now happily domiciled 
in a pleasant boarding home at the compara-

tively small rate of $2.50 a week each for board, 
lodging, and laundry. 
“Home for Self-Supporting Women,”’ in- 
scribed on a polished brass plate, decorates 
the door of a large four-story flat at No. 275 
Indiana street. The curious passer-by who 
stops to ring the bell will be shown through 
a long hall into a small office, where a kindly- 
faced woman is sitting at her desk. He will 
be informed that she is the matron, Mrs. 
Johnson, and she will give him all the in- 
formation he may desire. She is an untiring 
worker in behalf of the seventy girls in her 
care. 
This is not a home in the “ public in- 
stitution sense of the word, but a boarding- 
house where young girls of scanty income 
and that, induced to flow in by their own ef- 
forts, may find fur a nominal sum wholesome 
food and pure surroundings. It was the first 
institution of its kind in the West. There are 
many in the cities of the East, but the greater 
number are under the supervision of the 
Young Women’s Christian Association. The 
ladies instrumental in its origin were Mrs. J. 
M. Flower, Mrs. Charles Henrotin, Mrs. 
Frank Brown, Mrs. John Key, Mrs. J. L. 
King, and some others. 
For a time after its beginning the home was 
not able to support itself, but relied upon out- 
side sources, the supplies comin, from the 
churches and from private donations and sub- 
scriptions. owever, the running ex- 
in large measure by 
the boarders’ 
while a portion comes from the 
yearly assessed on each member of the asso- 
giatien and from their private purses. For 
this is an incorporated association, aud has a 
board of directors composed of fifty ladies. 
In the list of this board appear the names of 
Mrs. Potter Palmer, Mrs. Jobn R. Walsh, 
Mrs. Charles Henrotin, Mrs. Andrew Onder- 
donk, and Mrs. Cyrus McCormick Jr. The 
President for 1891-92 is Mrs. James S. Gibbs.

But the home should also be looked upon as 
a ec Operative enterprise where the funds 
which the women would individuaily expend 
for a poor and insufficient living are, by com- 
bination and judicious management, rendered 
sufficient to give all those advantages which 
without such combination would be beyond 
the reach of any. In the last annual report 
of the Secretary she expresses a hope 
that in the beautiful sometime some 
phiianthropist will appear with vision wide 
enough and heart kind enough and pocket 
deep enough to make their title clear’ to a 
home built for the purposes of the institution, 
with sewing-ro in and re ding-room—a build- 
ing large enough to accommodate all who 
There is the hope that he will add to 
this munificence a sick fund for the unfortu- 
nate and an emergency fund for the gas bill. 
matron informed the reporter that she 
had refused admittance to fifty-five girls last 
month on account of lack of room to accom- 
mocate them. There are many applicants 
turned away every week for this very patent 
reason. The precedence is always given to 
young giris, no women over 30 being usually 
allowed to enter. The reason is patent to one

The sanitary and moral value of boarding- 
houses—the outgrowth of practical bon evo- 
lence and Christian effort can be roperly 
appreciated only after seeing and studying the 
character and surroundings of the cheap lodg- 
ing and boarding houses which are the offi 
nary homes of the poorer paid among the 
working-giris in large cities, and which 
are usually the dingiest, filthiest quar- 
ters in narrow, crowded streets, where 
Saloons, gambling-houses, and other dis- 
reputable resorts seem to have 
preéinptea a claim to every thing and person 
visible. For it is only in such localities that 
the unfriended laburing womau can find a 
lodging low énough in cost to be within her 
means, In these narrow streets the rdadways 
and pavements become receptacles for garb- 
age and dirt, and bad sewerage is universal. 
Bare and filthy floors, broken or blackened 
window-panes, rickety furniture, and meager 
meals, badly c oked, are usually the sur- 
roundings of such places. 

Having nowhere to receive men callers 
except in their rooms or the streets, the girls 
are too often allured to dance-houges and 
saloons, where the serpent lies concealed.

The accompanying cut was taken from a 
photograph of this venerable equipage, as it 
now exists in a very good state of preserva- 
tion, though not far from two centuries old. 
It is a large vehicle, double the size of a mod- 


it. It is richly decorated with heavy 
silver and gold plating. The body 
of the carriage swings upon leather 


straps. It was originally upholstered in 
red velvet, which shows signs of its great age. 
Portuguese authors mention this coach as a 
eurious and venerable antiquity which de- 
serves a place in an historical museum. Al- 
most all the museums of the Old World con- 
tain specimens of these coaches of state, 
formerly used by royal and ecclesiastical 
dignitaries on great ceremonial occasions, 
but none more interesting than this. 

By one of those strange whirligigs of fate 
which Father Time delights to bring about, this 
palace of tne Mitra,“ with its coach of state 
(the latter built more than halfa century before 
our republic came into existence), became 
the property of an American gentieman, the 
late Mr. Horatio J. Perry of Massachusetts. 
Having served his country for many years at 
the Court of Spam he. retired to Lisbon, to 
find a better climate than Madrid affords. 
This piece of property fell in his way and 

bis fancy he bought it for a 
family residence, and the old coach was still 
included in the bill of sale. 

It is beloved that nothing of the kind has 
ever been brought to this country. If it 
could be brought over and exhibited at the 
World’s Fair it would no doubt attract great 
attention and might subsequently find a place 
in some museum of historical collection. 


TWO GRACEFUL ROUND DANCES, 


They Have Whirled Their Way Into Popu- 
larity at the Summer Resorts. 

Two extremely graceful round dances that 
promise to be popular in fashionable society 
in Chicago next winter are known as the 
*Manitou” and the Wentworth They 
have found favor at the two resorts after which 
they are named, where they have been intro- 


duced this season for the first time 
by their author, Mr. Eugene A. 
Bournique. They will probably be 


adopted, too, by the American Society of Pro- 
fessors of Dancing, to whose attention Mr. 
Bournique intends to recommend them at its 
meeting in New York City this Septem ber. 

The dances, though simple, are pretty, hav- 
ing a varied and pleasing combination of steps 
and movements. 

The Maaitou“ is danced as follows: The 
regular waltz position is assumed. Each 
dancer hops on the right foot and points the 
left foot in second position; hops on the right 
again, and brings up the left foot in third posi- 
tion in front, pointing the toe; hops on right 


foot. points left in second position; 
hops on right foot, and brings 
left foot back of right in third 


position behind pointing toe; takes three slides 
with the left foot sideways, and springs from 
left to right. The movement is repeated with 
the mght foot, hopping on the left four meas- 
ures, 

This is only the first part of the entire move- 
ment. In the second the dancers waltz two 
measures, commencing with right foot, then. 
take three slides with left foot sideways, and 
spring from left to right foot; waltz 
two more measures, commencing with left 
foot; then take three slides with right foot, 
and spring from right to left foot. Then they 
rec mmence the first part, hopping on the 
left foot. 

In the Wentworth“ the dancers, assummg 
regular waltz position, slide the left foot side- 
wise in the second position; bring up the 
right foot to the left and immediately change 
the weight to the right foot, holding the left 
in the second position; bring up the left foot 
to the right and immediately change the 
weight to the left foot, holding the right in 
the second position. Then take the polka 
redowa step, turning and counting 4, 5, 6 in 
one measure. The movemeht is then re- 
peated with the left foot.

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THROUGH ONE LUCKY bod. | 


Prospect Is His Name, and While His 
Master Was Digging Gold He Kept the 
Camp Supplied with Meat—Now, How- 
ever, He Presumes on His Fame, and 
Has Fallen Into Disgrace—A St. Ber- 
nard Who Carries Out Traditions of 
His Pedigree—Soliciting Alms. . 

CRI Creek, July 12,—The dogs of Crip- 
ple Creek are a sight to see. It is said that no 
mining camp in Colorado, or in all the Rocky 

Mountain mining region, for that matter, ever 

held so many dogs. There are more dogs 

than burros on the street any day, and almost 


as many dogs as empty beer-kegs. The rat- : side 


tailed greyhound, the black and shaggy New- 
foundland, the St, Bernard, the mastiff, the 
spaniel, the pug, and the “sweet lamb of 
a bulldog, as one woman calls her pet, 
can all be found, of very good breed, be- 
sides which endless numbers of dogs of no 
particular breed haunt the streets day and 
night. At one moment on a day last week 
five dogs played peacefully on the corner 
where the Continental Hotel stands, four were 
idling about up the street, and no less than 
eleven were engaged ina free for all chew 
and claw fight in the shadow of the stack of 
empty beer-kegs before the Buckhorn saloon 
on the next corner. 

The curious stranger who notices the un- 
usual number of dogs in the camp can find.on 
inquiry a reason for the accumulation. A 
dog was the mascot about which the gold 
camp of Cripple Creek has grown into fame. 

His name was Prospect. He was a hand- 
some fellow, black and white, long-haired, with 
a face that almost always smiled, and a tail that 
waved in the air almost continually—the ex- 
ceptional occasions will be noted further on. 
He came to the camp with the earliest pros- 
pectors abouta year ago, and he was the 
property of Charles H. Magee. 

Magee was a painter by trade, a New-York-

er by nativity, and a prospector by preference. 


When Womack, the cowboy, carried speci- 
mens of gold dust ana quartz to Colorado 
Springs ana was laughed at by the men who 
are now anxious to get in on the ground floor 
of Cripple Creek, Magee heard of tie sup- 
posed find, and, being without predjudice, 
started for the diggings. As he heard the 
story it was a piacer camp only—a camp 
where nuggets were found in the sands. He 
did not know anything about washing gold 
nuggets out of sand, but he was game to try 
to learn. The fact that he was possessed of as

Mr, Magee. It was equally lucky that he had 
the dog Prospect, But for Prospect the 
pangs of hunger would have dowaed not only 
Magee's game blvod but that of several others. 

Prospect led the way over the low divide 
that lies northwest of the camp on the day his 
master arrived, and then meandered down to 
a little log cabin that can still be found near 
the banks of the black-walled gully through 
which Cripple Creek runs. The cabin was 
the only house here then, but a dugont and 
a couple of tents were standing near by, and 
nearly a dozen men were living in the vicin- 
ity. They had been attracted as Magee had 
been, by the story ofa placer digging, buta 
sorrier lot of would-be millionaires has rare- 
ly been seen. Cripple Creek, a stream that 
barely had body enough to * along be- 
tween its banks, was there, and gold was in 
the sands beneath the tiny stream, but nota 
soul in that crowd could build a cradle or 
sluice, the water was too scant to run either 
had they known how to build it, while the 
amount of gold to be found in the sand was 
so small and elusive that the best man in the 
camp was not able to get enough to pay for 
his grub though he shoveled and panned 
from sun to sun. 

Not all were without means, and one Will- 
iams, who owned the vabin, kept a few as 
boaraers, but the rest had to rustle for grub— 
rustie in a country where the only settlers 
were cowboys located at ranches many miles 
apart, and the nearest store was at Florissant, 
twenty miles away. Somehow—when now 
asked how they say they hardly know—even 
the poorest managed to get flour, or beans, 
or meal, but bac n no one had in any quanti- 
ty worth mentioning, while fresh meat was 
something scarce thought f. One man had 
a pension for services as a soldier, one gota 
single grub stake from Florissant, and the 
rest lived on what they could borrow from 
friends in the settlement. 

Into this forlorn community came Prospect 
and Magee. Within twenty-four hours Prospect 

was the most popular individual in the camp. 
The country was alive with rabbits, and Pros- 
pect had sporting blood in his veins to a re- 
markable degree. The little log house where 
Williams lived faced a hill covered with brush 
and second-growth aspens. It was a resort 
for rabbits till Prospect came, but not for 
long after that. Prospect saw the rabbits and 
straightway made them hump themselves. 
But they humped in vain unless a burrow 
were handy by. 

When Prospect caught a rabbit he carried 
it to his master or some other man, and there- 
after the friends of Charley Magee had rab- 
bits stewed and rabbits broiled and rabbits 
fried almost at will. Just what this meant to 
the men in that . can be appreciated 
when is told that one of the ruetiers lived for 
eight days on nothing but boiled beans and 
galt. 

Robert A. Work, who has cleaned up over 
$200,000 within the year, and now has an in- 
come of forty dollars a day from his 6 s in 
the Anaconda alone, said: “Someof us 
would not have pulled through but for that 
dog. I cannot tell how many rabbits’ he 
caught that I ate, but you can say he just 
about kept some of us from starving.” 

Peter Hett:g, who brought in a wagon- 

load of supplies which he had purchased with 
borrowed money, usec to trade flour and meal 
for rabbits now and then. Magee’s whole liv- 
at one time depended on Prospect. 
Within a week after his arrival Prospect 
was on intimate terms withevery man in 
camp, and alittle later formed the habit of 
starting off with tne first pros r who left 
the camp in the morning for his day’s work. 
After following him for awhile Prospect 
would go off and hunt up some one else, and 
finally learned to make the rounds of the 
prospect holes as regularly as day came. 

Then came ¢ day when Pros was to win 
new honors. me one brought in a bulldog 
that was quite equal in weight to Prospect, 
and as ugly in appearance and disposition as 
it is possible fora dogto be. The bull saw 
the smiling face of Prospect and licked his 
chops in anticipation of the fun he was going 
to have biting the throat behind that face. 
The spectaturs say the bull was greatly sur- 
prised when Prospect met him half way in 
the rush that followed. What is more, the sur- 
prise gave way to anguish in less than a min- 

ute, for Prospect duwned and bit him fright- 
fully about the shoulders and neck, and she 
two had to be separated to save the bulls life. 

Later still, Prospect fell into disgrace. Not 
only did he delight in chasing rabbits, but he 
had a hankering as well for skunks, a taste 
which his admirers say can only be accounted 
for on the theory that every dog, like his mas- 
ter, must have some depravity in his mental 
makeup. Pros hunted skunks in a most 
wary fashion. He rounded them up by gentle 
advances movements not calculated to 
excite the fear or the anger of the mephitic 
beasts, and thus is said to have gotten in 
reach and grabbed more than one in his pow- 
erful jaws before it could act on the offensive.

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MAKING GOOD USE OF HIS DOG. 


How a Magnificent St. Bernard Is Em- 
ployed for Charitable Purposes. 

One of the most typical St. Bernard dogs in 
America is Mount Morgan of the Mount Mor- 
gan Kennels, situated at Mile Square, Yon- 
kers, N. 1. His height at the shoulders is 
fully thirty-two inches, and his show weight 
is about 180 pounds. He is massively built, 
being very heavy in bone, with full neck and 
shoulders, and his fore and hind quarters are 
magnificently developed. 

His body is of a rich orange, tawny color, 
his breast, feet, and the tip of his tail being as 
white assnow. But the finest feature of this 
remarkable dog is his head, which competent 
critics acknowledge is equal to that of any in 
his class. Yet be has g value apart from his 


mere merits as a dog. Before he came to 


America he was frequently sent through the 


charitable purposes. His extraordinary in- 
telligence renders him peculiarly adapted to 
such a task, : 

Mr. Ernest A. Lynde, his present owner, is 
now having a barrel-shaped money-box, 
mounted in silver, made for him, so that he 
can make himself useful to the publie institu- 
tions of Yonkers. The box will be fitted with 
a key which will be given for a stated time to 
each of the hospitals and charitable 
institutions in turn. The noble appear- 
ance of the dog will undoubtedly attract the 
attention of all who see him, and when he 
approaches them in a beseeching manner, 
raising his right — as if to bem. 
there is little likelihood that any will 
pass him by unnoticed. The money-box 
will be suitably inscribed with the name of 
the institution profiting by his services, so that 
every one will know toward what object he 
18 contributing. When necessary he will be 
sent on a house-to-house canvass, for he is so 
sagacious that he can be taught with the great- 
est ease. Unfortunately no accurate account 
has been kept of his collections while in Lon- 
don, but they are known to have amounted to 
many thousands of dollars. 

Mount Morgan, or Hero, as he is called in 
private life, was born in England June 10, 
1887, and arrived in America by thé White Star 
steamer Tauric Feb. 23 last. 

His sire was the champion prize winner 
Save, and his dam was Sabrina, He isa

brother of the renowned Lord Bute. who died 
May 13 last at the Mentkon Kennels, Phoenix 
ville, Pa. Lord Bute had won over twenty- 
six first prizes, and weighed 225 pounds before 
Bis last fatal illness. 

Although somewhat smaller than his broth- 
er was, Mount Morgan is much more typical, 
and for this reason 1s considered by many the 
superior animal of the two, Certainly no dog 
could excel him in temper and intelligence. 
His gentle manners sh. w his admirable breed- 
ing, and he might be allowed to roam free 
through a drawing-room filled with the choic- 
est bric-4-brac without the slightest. fear of 
his breaking a single article. 

His life at the kennels at Mile Square is 
simple and very much to his liking. He 
breakfasts at 8 o’clock on oatmeal and milk 
or halfa pound of dog cakes. This meal 
serves him until 5 o'elock iu the afternvon, 
when he dines on cooked meat with gravy, 
bread, potatoes, and, two or threo raw eggs. 
About twice a week he is given raw meat with 
his dinner. He is kenneled in a large horse box, 
in one corner of which, is a comfortable bunk, 
filled with clean rye straw, which serves him 
for a bed. But he is not kept confined there, 
He takes plenty of exercise, walking and run- 
ning from eight to ten miles each day. 

owner of this wonderful dog has ‘wisely 
decided never again to exhibit him at bench 
shows. He asserts that Mount Morgan has 
made his record and considering the risks 
encountered at shows does not care to expose 
bim to them. Already too many valuable 
animals of the St. Bernard breed, imported at 
large cost, have died, and it would be a sad 
thing if this noble brute should be numbered 
with them.
